POLITICAL REPORT 
OF THE

Comrade delegates, 
Esteemed guests, 


Sixteen years have elapsed between the Third Con 
gress and this Fourth Congress of our Party 

Dunng this period our motherland has been through 
the most severe of trials Hardly had our people emerged 
from the great war of resistance agamst the French colo 
nuabsts, when they engaged in another struggle against 
the unprecedentedly atrocious aggressive war unleashed 
by US imperialism, the chieftain of amperialism, the in 
ternational gendarme, the most cruel enemy of mankind 
In this contest, the US impenahsts hoped to crush our 
people within a short tme Yet under the correct leader 
ship of our Party, and with the wholeheerted support of 
brothers and frends the world over, our people and our 
army in the whole country fought with great heroism 
and won a most brillant victory 

‘The victory of our people in the patriotic war of 
Tesistance against US aggression will stand the test of 
tume, wall go down in the history of our nation as one of 
the most brulant chapters, a radiant symbol of the com 
plete victory of revolutionary heroism and human mtelli 
gence and will go down m world history as a great 
exploit of the twentieth century, an event of great

For our people, this glorious victory marked a great 
turning point fn the history of our nation It put a brilhant 
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‘end to the thirty year war for national liberation and sal 
vation which started with the August Revolution, shatter 
ed for ever the more than a century long ampenalist dom 
ration m our country, brought the national peoples de 
mocrahe revolution in the whole country to complete 
victory, safeguards and develops the fruits of the socialist 
revolution ın the North, wipes out all obstacles to achiev 
aug the reunification of the country , and 1t takes the whole 
country towards sociahsm

‘The period from July 1954 to May 1975 was a penod 
of extremely stirring and eventiul struggle of the Vietnam 

ese revolution In the ght of the line worked out by the 
‘Third Congress, our people throughout the country strug 
gled most herorcally and perseveringly to fulfil two strategic 
tasks to hberate the South and to build socialism an the 
North, ın order to achieve a peaceful, reunified, indepen 

dent, democratic and prosperous Viet Nam Hercunder the 
Central Committee would like to present a general report 
on our people s revolutionary struggle and the activities of 
our Party and State m implementing these taske 

As we know, after the Second World War, US 1m 

perialism took advantage of ther special position, be 

came the richest and the most powerful mpenalism They 
‘assumed the role of an international gendarme to safe 

guard and salvage the whole imperialist system which had 
heen seriously weakened and cought in a new general 
crisis, m face of the emergence and rapid growth of the 
world socialist system, in face of smarting blows of the 
national liberation movement and of the surging struggle 
of the workers' movement an capitalist countries In view 
of the mighty offensive posture af these three revolution 
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ary currents, US mpenalism had lost position after posi 
tion and the world balance of forces kept on changing,for 
the worse for the umperialist camp Having been frus 
trated in its “massive retaliation” strategy which rebed on 
nuclear weapons, US mperzalism has been forcedto adopt 
the “flexible response' strategy since the early sixties, 
spearheading sts main ettack at the forces of socialism and 
national hberation in selected areas, with Viet Nam as the 
hottest pot according to the US strategic vewpomt 

US impenahsm had coveted our country for a long 
time When France got bogged down in the Indochina 
war, the United States, strove to help France on the one 
hand, and on the other hand plotted to replace her to 
monopolize contro} of Indochina Alter the French colo- 
malists were defeated at Dien Bien Phu, the US imperial 
ists jumped into South Viet Nam, ousted the French 
colonialists, and from then on turned our country into a 
testing ground for their strategies and tactics m the hope 
of smashing the Vietnamese revolution and drawing experi 
ence in how to cope with the world revolutionary move 
ment Indeed, from a colony nung up to gain independ 
ence, valiantly defeating a big mpenalısm, the French 
taking half of the country to socialism, while resolutely 
struggling to complete national independence in the whole 
country, the Vietnamese revolution under the leadership 
of a Communist Party 15 the banner symbolizing the com 
bination of the revolutionary currents of our time, and 
the ineluctable trend of development of the national ibera 
ton movement advancing to socialism 

‘The master scheme of US imperialism was to exterm: 
nate the patriote movement of our people, annex the 
South, partition our country for a jong time, turn the 
South into a new type colony and US military base, and 
set up a defence hne checking the spread of socialism to 
South East Asia , at the same time, to use the South as a 
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base to attack the North, an outpost of the world sonahst 
system in South East Asia, m an attempt to crush and roll 
back soctahisin m this area and encircle and threaten other 
socialist countries Five successive US presidents carried 
on this plot by means of wars, obstinately sticking to a neo- 
colonialist pohey and plungmg headlong into military 
adventures at any cost US imperialism hoped to subdue 
our people without being punished and causing extended 
international confhets owing to the discord in the socialist 
camp Thus, our country became a testing ground for US 
impentalism’s power and prestige, as the US admumstra 
‘thon itself acknowledged The aggressive war agamst Viet 
Nam played an amportant part m US umperialism's 
counter revolutionary global strategy The US wanted to 
demonstrate that 1ts gigantic military and economic might 
ís able to crush every national liberation movement and 
theck the advance of socialism anywhere in the world » 

In the protracted revolutionary war against the US 
imperialista’ war of aggression, our people frustrated the 
various strategies of US presidents and led our patnotle 
war step by step to a most glorious victory 


Having gone through a difficult period from 1954 to 
1959, mn the light of the Resolution of the Fifteenth Meet 
ing (May 1997) of the Party Central Committee elected by 
the second Congress and the Resolution of the Third Party 
Congress, the southern revolution shifted from a defensive 
Posture to an offensive one Late in 1959 and early in 1960, 
concerted uprisings broke out an large areas of the Nam 
Bo delta and the Central Highland. These partial uprisings 
developed rapidly, particularly after the Ap Bac victory, 
into & revolutionary war weging both military and political 
struggle, combunng the struggle against the enemy in the 
highland and the countryside with the fierce «truggle in 
the towns, drang the Ngo Dinh Diem puppet fascist 
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regime to collapse and frustrating US impertalism’s strate 
gy of “special warfare" 

In 1965, the US war of aggression witnessed a new 
development While the Johnson admimustration waged e 
** local war" ın the South and unleashed a predatory war 
against the North, the Eleventh (March 1965) and the 
‘Twelfth Meetings (December 1965) of the Party Central 
Committee analyzed m a scientific way the balance of 
forces between the enemy and us, assessed the unavoidable 
defeat of US imperialism mobilized our army and our 
people throughout the country to keep to their offensive 
strategy, to uphold the spint of self reliance, and to pro 
mote our people’s might, while striving to win mterna 
Lional assistance, determined to score a complete victory 
over the US aggressors, liberate the South, safeguard the 
North and proceed to the reunification of our country In 
answer to President Ho Chi Minh's appeal “Nothing ts 
more precious than independence and freedom’, our entire 
nation went to war with a great fervour, winning ats first 
resounding battles at Nui Thanh and Van Tuong, then 
smashing each US strateme counter attack in the South, 
in tum and at the seme time dealing masterly re 
buffs at their ar raids of destruction on the North, In 
‘Spring 1968, when the US war escalation reached sts climax, 
the Fourteenth Meeting of the Party Central Committee 
decided to launch the general offensive and uprising of the 
Mau Than Lunar New Year to strike at the bedrock of the 
US will to aggression The very brilliant victory of this 
daring and unexpected offensive blow upset the enemy's 
strategie posture frustrated US imperialsm’s‘*local war” 
strategy, shock ats aggressive will and compelled the 
Johnson administration to de-escalate the war and to sit 
for negotiations with us at the Pars Conference 

But ın keeping with its extremely cruel and obstinate 
nature, US imperialism dd not resign itself to failure 
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From 1969 i adopted the “Nixon doctrme’ and the strategy 
of ‘Vietnamzation of the war , while intensifying the 
war in Laos and extending 1t to Kampuchea. It made full 
use of its mihtary might combmed with extremely per 
fidious political and diplomatic manceuvres, in the hope of 
gaimng a position of strength while isolating and stifling 
our people's resistance In face of their new US war strate 
BY, our army and people in close co-ordination with the 
struggle of the fraternal Lao and Kampuchean peoples 
dealt heavy blows at the enemy Following up the resound 
ang victory on the front of Road No 9 Southern Laos, we 
launched the 1972 strategic offensive in all the battlefields 
wn the South, further dealt annihilating blows at the puppet 
troops, broke up many strong defence lines of the enemy 
an Quang Tn, Central Highland and Eastern Nam Bo, fo led 
an important part of ther plan of ««Pacification” of the 
countryside At the same time we shattered the second US 
war of destruction in the North The tremendous victory of 
the 1972 strategie offensive and the outstanding exploit of 
our army and people smashing the strategic B52 rad 
agamst Hano and Harphong at last compelled US im 
Pertalism to sign the Pans Agreement on Viet Nam and 
withdraw all US and satellite troops from our country 
The Pans Agreement was a great victory of our people 
However US imperialism and the Nguyen Van Thieu 
Puppet administration systematically sabotaged 1t Cor 
rectly appraising the design of US imperialism and its 
stooges the Twenty first Meeting of the Party Central 
Committee (July 1973) assessed that in any circumstance 
the path to wan victory for the revolution ın the South hes 
m violence Therefore, we had to firmly grasp the offen 
sive strategy and to resolutely carry out the struggle on 
the three fronts military, political and diplomatic, m order 
to proceed to the counter-offensive and score a complete 
victory In 1973 1974, from the victory an Western Nam Bo 
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to the liberation of Thuong Due and Phuoc Long, the 
situation of the battlefield in the South conbnually chang 
ed to our advantage The Politcal Bureau Meetings m 
October 1974! and early mm 1975? correctly appraised m 
time the balance of forces between the enemy and us m 
the new situation, clearly pomted out the emergence of 
the histone opportunity and made a strategic pledge to 
completely berate the South and utterly defeat the US 
neo-coloniahst war of aggression during the Spring 1975 
general offensive end uprising 

As a step in the stage of maturity of our whole patriotic 
war of resistance against US aggression, the combined 
result of all the forces and factors makung up our people's 
invincible strength ın the great patriotic resistance war, 
the Spring 1975 general offensive and uprising unfolded 
with the speed of * oneday-equalling twenty years” 
Within 55 days and nights, with overwhelming strength 
in both military and political fields our army end people 
won a complete victory in three key battles the opening 
battle an Buon Me Thuot liberating the whole of, Tay 
Nguyen, the second battle jiberating Hue, Da Nang and 
waping out the enemy in the Central coastal area, and the 
concluding battle codenamed the historic Ho Chi Mmh 
Campaign Liberating Saigon Gia Dinh and the remaining 
provinces of Nam Bo Over one mullion puppet troops and 
the entire puppet administration were smashed The neo, 
colonialist regime laboriously set up under five successive 
US presidents utterly collapsed 

‘Throughout 21 years of fighting our people have de 
feated the largest scale, the longest, fiercest and most bar 
barous neo-colontalist aggressive wet ever waged since 
the Second World War With the frenned ambition to 
crush the revolutionary force in the South and to bomb

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the North back to the “Stone Age”, US imperialism sent 
an expeditionary corps of over six hundred thousand 
‘US troops and troops of ats five satellite countries to our 
country to serve as the core for more than one million 
Puppet troops In the US armed forces alone, et the height 
of the war, 68 % of the ground forces, 60 % of the marines, 
32% of the tactical air force and 50% of the strategie sir 
force were mobilized If we add up the troops stationed 
outside the USA particrpating ın the Viet Nam war, the 
‘number of US troops involved exceeded 800 090 and during 
the war, x totaf of 6 million GIs was mobilized 7,850,000 
tons of bombs were dumped on our country and 352 billion 
dollars spent Besides, latest scientific and technical inven 
tions were used to commit innumerable genocida! crimes 
against our people Today, looking back at the character 
and the scale of the war, reviewing the forces deployed 
by the enemy and all the schemes they acknowledged 
recalling the extremely complicated and difficult situation 
that our revolution had gone through, we realize all the 
more clearly the scope and the significance of out nation’s 
patriotic resistance war against US aggression! 

For US impersslisn this ts the greatest defeat they 
have suffered in the history of the United States While 
the victory of the August Revolution and the resistance 
war against French aggression led to the collapse of old 
type colomalism the victory of the resistance war against 
‘US aggression demonstrates to the whole world the m 
evitable total bankruptcy of neocolonialism At present 
At as clear that the revolutionary forces have grown up and 
gained the advantage more than ever before while US 
impenalism cannot play the role of international gen 
darme anywhere without beng punished, cannot invade 
an inch of land of any socialist country, cannot roll back 
the national hberation movement and check the way of 
the development of the countnes advancing to socialism 
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Comrades, 


‘The great victory of our peoples patriotic war against 
US aggression is first of all the victory of our Party's in 
dependent, sovereign, correct and creative political and 
military lne Applying Marxısm Lenunism to the concrete 
conditions of our country after US imperialism took the 
place of French colonialist: and imposed its domination 
on the South, our Party mapped out a line of simultane- 
ously carrying out the national people's democratic revo- 
lution m the South and the socialist revolution in the 
North, and holding aloft at the same time the banners of 
national independence and socialism As the hberation of 
the South required the defence and building of the North, 
Just hke the latter required the defeat of the US ag 
gressors in the South these two tasks were closely com 
bined on the strategic plane to reach a common goal 
namely to achieve the national people's democrahe revo- 
lution in the whole country and to achieve the reunifi 
cation of the country Our Party firmly believed that our 
People would certamly detest the war of aggression by 
the nngleader amperalism and fulfil this great historic 
missiot 


One Party led a country temporanly partitioned into 
two zones to sunultaneously carry out two different strate 
gic tasks that was the greatest characteristic as well as 
an orignal feature of our revolution from July, 1904 to 
May, 1975 Holding aloft at the same tme the two banners 
of national independence and socialism,.our Party com 
bined the fighting strength of the great front with the 
potential of the great rear base, mobilized the forces of 
the entire people and the whole country to the utmost for 
the patriotic struggle, crystallized, synthetized and devel 
oped the revoluuonary traditions and the creative power 
‘of our Party and our nation to a new degres 


With these two banners, the Vietnamese revolution 
embodied the radiant truth of our time the necessary 
integration of national mdependence with socialism, close 
ly associated our peoples patriotic war with the offensive 
posture of the three revolutionary currents, associated our 
peoples fundamental requirement with the revolutionary 
goals of the worlds people peace, national mdepend 
ence, democracy and socialism Thanks to the combination 
of our people s strength with that of our time, and to our 
Party s correct foreign policy, we have won the very great 
support both spiritual and materia] of the fraterna} social 
ist countnes and of all the revolutionary and progressive 
forces in the world, thus sbaping an unprecedentedly broad 
mternational front sn support of Vict Nam against US 
aggression , i 

The victory of the revolution ın the South and of the 
Patriotic war of resistance against US aggression is that 
of the offensive strategy From the high tide of “concerted 
uprising” to revolutionary war triumphing over the ag 
gressive war of US ompenalism, the revolution m the 
South and the patnotic war against US aggression 1s a 
Process of continually keeping an offensive posture and 
unceasingly carrying out offensive strategy However 
fighting with smalt forces against big ones, we must know 
how to wim step by step in order to foul the enemy's polit 
teal and mihtary schemes in each stage, to drive the 
enemy back step by step, unremittingly consolidate’ the 
Tevolutionary battlefield buld a position and a strength 
Superior to the enemy su as to proceed to complete victory 
‘During this process, our Party always paid due attention 
to consohdating and safeguarding the great rear base in 
the North the constant and deasive factor of victory for 
the patriotic war Therefore, while pressing ahead with the 
offennve, our Party advocated containing and defeating 
the enemy's ground forces in the South , and when the US 
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escalated to expand the war, our Party advocated resolute 
defeat of any kind of US warfare and at the same time 
forcing the US to de-escalate step by step so as to proceed 
to achieve a complete victory 

The war of resistance agaist US aggression is sn 
all people, all round and protracted resistance Along with 
the organization of the fighting forces ın the whole coun 
try, our Party paid the utmost attention to building and 
developing the revolutionary forces in the South These 
are the Party organizations of the South which were con 
solidated and tempered into seasoned general staffs for 
the fight at the great front, the worker peasant alliance 
which was built laboriously by our Party in the national 
democratic revolution The masses’ polityeat army and the 
peoples armed forces, the two basic Sighting forces m 
the revolutionary war, the Notional Front for Liberation 
of South Viet Nam, a patriolie front under our Party s lead 
ership comprising the organizations of workers, peasants, 
youth, women, students, intellectuals, various religious or

The victory of the patriotic resistance war agamnst 
US aggression 1s that of two revolutionary strategies car 
ned out simultaneously and closely combined with each 
other the national people's democratic revolution m the 
South and the socialist revolution in the North. As the 
resolution of the Third Congress of our Party has clearly 
pomted out and events have now shown the national peo- 
ple’s democratic revolution ın the South has a direct and 
deciswe effect on the overthrow of the US :mperialists and 
the puppets’ dommation, while the socialist revolution m 
the North 1s the most decisive task regarding the develop 
ment of the whole revolution in our country, and regerding 
the reunification of our country 


Indeed, victory for our patriotic war of resistance 
agamst US aggression would have been impossible, 1f 1t 
were not for the socialist North, which has continuously 
and sunultaneously carried out the two strategic tasks 
throughout the past sixteen years Particularly since 1965, 
after the Eleventh Meeting of our Party Central Committee 
asserted that the patriotic resistance war against US 
aggression is the foremost task of our entire Party, our 
entire people and our entire army”, the North has devoted 
the full strength of the socialist regime to the war of 
national salvation and defence, and has brdliantly fulfil 
Jed its duty as the revolutionary base of the whole country, 
worthy of being the mvincible fortress of socialism 

In the field of socialist transformation and national 
economic construction, the North has recorded achieve- 
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ments worthy of pride The biggest achievement 1s the 
liguidation of the exploitation of man by man Two forms 
of socialist ownership that of the entire people and that 
of the collectivity have been mstituted umwversally By 
1915, 997 % of the fixed assets m the domain of material 
production belonged to socialist economy , the bulk of the 
national meome as well as of mdustrial and agricultural 
output came from the socialist economy 

‘The exploiting classes have been wiped out The 
working class, the class leading the revolution, has 
grown up both in size and quality The peasantry has be 
come a new class, the collective peasant class Hence, the 
worker peasant alliance has been strengthened on a new 
and better basis The socialist intellectuals, tramed for the 
most part under the new regime, develop with every pas 
sing day Society m the North has come to belong to the 
working people The political and moral unity among the 
people 18 ever more strengthened. The ethnic groups live 
im equality, solidarity and concord ın keeping with the 
socialist spint Women now equal with men are assuming 
any task required by society 

In the hight of the limes mapped out by the Third 
Party Congress, to implement the resolution of the Fifth, 
Seventh and Eighth Meetings of the Central Comittee, 
we have built the first materal end technical bases of 
socialism, oriented towards a modern, large-scale produe 
tjon and an independent, autonomous economy From 1961 
to 1964 capital mvestment in economic construction was 
45 tunes greater than that from 1955 to 1957 By 1964, the 
North was largely self sufficient m food, produced by itself 
90% of its consumer goods and at the same time began 
creating an accumulating source in the country Dut since 
1965, the economy of the North had to be shifted from peace 
‘ume to war time conditions and from then till 1975, we had 
to cope with the war of destruction punctuated by short 
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periods of economie rehabilitation Nevertheless, socialist 
construction recorded remarkable achievements By 1975 
‘the Axed assets m the sphere of material production m 
creased 51 times as compared with that mm 1960, the num 
ber of mdustrial enterprises mereased 165 times as com 
pared with that m 2955 Many large industrial sectors 
had been and were being set up In the dustrial struc 
ture, the first bases for such umportant branches of heavy 
industry as electricity, coal, engineering, metallurgy, 
chemicals, bulding materials had been established as well 
as several branches of light industry, and the communi 
cations network had been developed 

In agriculture along with the cooperative movement 
and thanks te the success of this movement, a senes of 
aigation works had been built ensuring irngation and 
dramage of hundreds of thousands of hectares of land 
More than half of the agricultural co-operatives had been 
equipped with small engineerng machmes Electneity 
output for agriculture water pumps and tractors increased 
many times in comparison with that m 1955 Jn agriculture 
there were great efforts made in applying a number of 
achlevements and recent progress in cultivation and stock 
farming techniques, important achievements in raising 
niee-yiel@ and crop multiplication, particularly in making 
the Winter Spring crop a regular crop with high yield 

A highlight of the socialist North 1s that education 
culture and public health have been developed at a rapid 
tempo, even during the war years Schools were expanded 
in towns and countryside, an the plams and the highlands 
There are junior high schools m all communes and senior 
hugh schools m all distnets In the North, one in three 
persons goes to schoal at present ‘The contingent of saen 
tific, technical and managing cadres with post graduate, 
graduate and secondary vocational level reaches 430,000, 


that is 19 times more than in 1960 In 1975 out of 
every 10000 working people there were 1,040 people en 
gaged in technical work 660 technical workers of second 
ary level 120 graduate and post graduate cadres The 
public health network was widely expanded, mother and 
child care was stepped up the number of senor and 
jumor doctors mcreases 134 times and that of beds 23 
times the number in 1960 Cultural and artiste activities, 
many aspects of which are developing with a sound con 
tent have stimulated the messes to engage in the struggle 
and im production for independence, freedom, socialism, 
and have contributed to the building of the new Lfe and 
the moulding of the new type of people finest ex 
amples of whom are the thousands upon thousands of 
heroes and emulation fighters and workers 

Viewed as a whole, after 20 years of transformation 
and construction, the North has taken its first steps towards 
establishing a socio-economic socialist system, socialist re 
lations of production and an mitial material and technical 
basis of socialism, the State being a consolidated pro- 
Ietarion dictatorship, as well as a socialist ideology and 
culture put on firm foundations, bringing about profound 
changes in all fields 

‘The working people in the North are now no longer 
exploited and despised. Although the population has nearly 
doubled over the past twenty years, everybody has enough 
food and clothing, every child can go to «chool, the general 
cultural standard of society has been raised to a remarkable 
degree The new way of lde 1s now widespread, the re 
lationship between people ıs based on considerateness, 
solidarity and mutual love In the war years, production 
was maintaned and even developed in several branches 
and aspects, the vital daily needs of the people were met, 
neither famine nor epidemics occurred , political security 
and somal order were firmly maintamed , and although the 


Lying standard was not yet high and hfe was fraught with 
many difficulties everybody understood the cause of these 
difficulties and was firmly confident of the future 

These achievements and changes were still small in 
view of the objectives of socialism However, considering 
that the North had to cope with mullions of tons of US 
bombs and pour lts manpower and wealth to the front 
together with its southern fellow-countrymen to carry out 
the patriotic war of resistance against US aggression end at 
the same time to discharge sts snternational duty, these 
achievements were wonderful exploits undreamt of out 
side the socialist world The extremely severe trials of war 
brought out full rehet the superiority and strength of 
socialism This enabled the North unmterruptedly to play 
us decisive role in the entire revolutionary cause of the 
whale country sn this period. 

The realities of economie end cultural transformation 
and construction in the North enable us to affitm that the 
hne on socialist revolution mapped out by our Party's 
Third Congress and further elaborated by the meetings of 
the Party Central Committee 2s correct We have ropidly 
transformed the North from a coloma! and sem feudal 
regime with an extremely backward agricultural economy 
to a socialist regime We have successfully combined two 
Jaws that of revolutionary war and that of socialist revo 
Iution, thus using the strength of the socialist regime to 
serve the wat of national salvation and defence while con 
tnung to develop several aspects of sociahst construction 

While affirming that our acmevements are great, we 
do not underestimate the weaknesses and difficulties of the 
economy in the North Though already having covered a 
short leg on the road to large-scale socialist production, 
‘the economy of the North on the whole still has the marked. 
character of a small-scale production, the materal and 
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techmeal basis remams scant The key industrial branches 
reman small, have not been built ım an harmonious, co- 
ordsnated manner and still fail to serve as a firm basis for 
the national economy The productive forces m agriculture 
are only beginning to develop, the co-operatives are not 
yet firmly consolidated, and the district level 3s still slow 
in bemg strengthened. Agnculture cannot yet meet all 
the food and foodstuffs need of the people, nor provide 
enough raw materiala for industry and farm products for 
export Eighty per cent of the work force is still manual 
and socal labour productivity remains very low Our big 
somat wark force 1s not yet fully used while our natural re 
sources, our land, forests and sea are not beng exploited 
well The gross national product and the national mcome 
cannot yet satisfy the fundamental daily needs of the peo- 
ple as well as the need for accumulation to establish a new 
material and technical basis All this, added to the high 
population growth rate, accounts for various strans an 
economic and social lfe 

With a spint of serious self-criticism, the recent meet 
angs of the Party Central Committee? have pointed out 
in a detailed and comprehensive manner the defects, short 
comings and weaknesses of our Party and State in econo- 
mie leadership, guidance and management | + 

‘The Jine for socialist revoluhon mapped out by the 
Party 15 basically correct However, many aspects of this 
hne have not been concretized in ume, nor satisfactorily 
‘worked into the plans for economic and cultural develop- 
ment, into the guidelines, tasks and steps of each branch, 
each locality and grassroots unit The fundamental prin. 
ciples of sociahst revolution, especially questions concern 
mng the advance from small scale production to large 
scale socialist production, which have the character of laws,

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are generally speaking, not yet well understood. Because 
we have not clearly understood the plose relationship be 
‘tween the transformation of relations of production and 
the development of productive forces m the conditions in 
which small scale production 1s developed to large-scale 
socialist production we have been late in mapping out 
gwdelmes for the development of the agricultural co- 
operatives and agricultural production That “socialist m 
dustrialzation is the central task of the transitional period ', 
and that “rational priority 1s given to the development of 
heavy industry on the basis of the development of agricul 
ture and light mdustry” has not been firmly grasped and 
concretzed and it ıs this thet is the basis of the gradual 
creation of an economic structure closely combing mdus 
try with agriculture Not enough importance has been at 
tached to agriculture and light industry, many mayor direc 
tives und measures mapped out for agricultural develop- 
ment have not been acted upon strictly with the sense of 
activeness and urgency The existing heavy industry stul 
falls behind m its task of promoting the development of 
agriculture and hght industry The correct relationship be- 
‘tween central and regional economies has not yet been 
worked out , regions! economies have not yet had adequate 
attention paid to them 

The system of economic management and production 
‘organization does not yet bring the role of each branch into 
full play and does not yet combine sectoral management 
with terntorial management correctly We are not yet dong 
good planning work, an important task of economie mana 
Kement planning bodies have not yet firmly grasped our 
capacity and needs We should emphasize that one of our 
great shortcomings in economie management ıs the bureau 
cratic and administrative method of management as shown 
an the little consideration given to efficiency, productivity 
and quality, m the handicraft fragmented, partitioned 
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way of organization, in the style of work divorced from 
realities and estranged from the masses which is formal, 
fraught with red tape, and in the lack of revolutionary 
combativeness and the lack of responsibilty at certain times 
and in certam places In a whole series of problems regard 
ing erreulation and distribution such as finance, banking, 
price and wages there are still correct concepts and 
view on simple business, revenue and expenditure, profits 
and losses which have led to shortcomings in practice ad 
versely affecting production and the people's ie, especially 
the rational use of the social work force 

Another shortcoming which s also a cause of the above 
mentioned situation 1s that the managing and the imple 
mentation apparatus lack efficiency The relationship be 
tween the Party, the State and the people at each level 
and in each wnt has not been clearly defined, the an 
dividual sections and organizations ın the system of pro 
letartan dictatorship have not seustactorily fulfilled their 
respective functions The umposition of responsibilty 1s 
not strictly followed up , socialist legislation 1s still bede 
villed with many shortcomings Party building work, cadre 
work and ideological work are not yet closely associated 
wath econome work and fall short of the increasingly exact 
ing revolutionary tasks In Party orgamzation, there are 
cases of rrrationality and lack of dynamusm , leadership and 
work methods have seen little mprovement Ideological 
work lacks sagacity, and still fails to make timely enticism 
of negative manifestations The activities of the mass or 
ganizations have not been well enough adapted to produc 
tion and lite 

Of course, ıt would be unreahstie to think that the 
present difficulties in economy and life in the North could 
have been avoided altogether if we had not committed 
shortcomings Because underlying subjective causes, the 


origin of these difficultues 1s deeply rooted m an economy 
based on backward small scale production which has been 
very heavily devastated by the war The North embarked 
on the path of socialist development more than twenty 
years ago, but xt could devote only seven years to construc 
tion? A short ume after the completion of socialist trans 
formation, the North had to fight off the war of destruction 
of the US aggressors directly and atsume as its foremost 
duty the patriotic fight against aggression ım the South im 
plementing the watchword ‘All for the front, all for 
victory”, and at the same tune striving to fulf ats inter 
national duty Moreover, the war destroyed almost every 
thing that the people had spent so much tyme and energy 
to build and slowed down by two or three five-year plans 
the progress of the Nortb towards large scale production 
and even upset the practice of economic management? 

‘Therefore although we have recorded achievements 
in many flelds, social production has not yet emerged from 
small scale production and the socialist regime in the North 
still does not have a large industrial basis The crux 
of the problem at present 1s to create the material and 
technical basis of socialism rapidly and reorganize social 
Production in the direction of advancing toward large 
scale socialist produetion 
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hectares of Helds end gardens, slaughtered 40000 bufaloes and oxen 
‘The US umpeneiisis also attacked 3000 schools and 350 hospitala 10

a) During the past twenty years, the North has record 
ed many achievements m socialist transformation and 
socialist construction abolishing the exploting classes, 
establishing socialist relations of production, building the 
smitial bases of large-scale socialist production, carrying out 
the Ideological and cultural revolution, and improving the 
material and spiritual hfe of the people The economy, as 
a whole, however especially as regards 1ts matena? and 
technical basis and economic structure, has not yet emer 
‘ged from the state of small seale production end remains in 
the inihal stage of the process of advancing to large-scale 
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socialist production ‘The South has just emerged from being 
a neo-colonialist sonety and though having attamed a cer 
tain level of capitalist development, still 1s fundamentally a 
society of small seale produchon Therefore, though m some 
respects some mitia] factors of large-scale production have 
appeared, the ecanomy of our country on the whole remains 
essentially one of small scale production This characteristic 
is most clearly manifested ın the following main aspects 
the material and technical basis remains weak , labour 18 
overwhelmingly manua? , social labour productivity {s very 
low , division of labour is still not very advanced, big m 
dustry installations, especially heavy industry, are as yet 
few and scattered, still unable to carry out technical trans 
formation of the various branches of the national economy , 
the bulk of consumer goods are stii) manufactured by 
handicraft methods, industry and agriculture have not yet 
been integrated into a single structure, agriculture still 
consists mainly of rice-growing and there are only a few 
large areas of specialized cultivation of industrial erops , 
the level of irrigation and mechanization, and more gene 
rally, the level of intensive cultivation, reraains low, stock 
breeding is stilt underdeveloped and disproportionate to 
cultivation ‘The small scale production character is also re 
flected an the fact that production output remains small 
and cannot yet ensure the needs of enlarged reproduction 
and the people's life thot production organization and 
management are still fragmentary and inefficient, and the 
planatd character of the economy is not yet advanced. 

Jt 1s clear that our country s still ın the process of 
advancing directly from a society whose economy remains 
essentially one of small scale production to socialism, by 
passing the stage of capitalst development This ıs the most 
outstanding characteristic reflecting the nature of the pro 
cess of socialist revolution in our country and conditionmg 
the mam contents of this process 
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b) The whole country has regamed independence and 
unity and is advancing to socialism with the ebullient revo 
lubonary fervour of a nation which has recently won a 
great victory We have a sold and tested proletarian 
dictatorship Our people are very revolutionary and deeply 
attached to independence and socialism, and are also very 
industrious, intelligent and creatsve Our Party 1s a sea 
soned Marsast Lemnist Party enjoying the love and confi 
dence of the people We have an abundant work force, 
fertile soul and rich natural resources We have the socialist 
North, a major material and spiritual force which has accu 
mulated some valuable expenence in socialist revolution 
Jn our country as a whole, the forces of socialism are in a 
position of overwhelming supremacy These internal con 
ditions are very favourable for the socalist revolution m 
the whole country On the other hand thirty years of con 
tinuous, atrocious war have had very serious consequences 
an many fields throughout the country As regards economuc 
structure, there are shll notable discrepancies between the 
two zones. In the South, socialist transformation has just 
begun, the exploiting classes remain, the poisons of the 
enslaving culture and the social evils caused by US neo- 
colonialism as wel? as the influence of bourgeois ideology 
in society remma potent , the reactionaries are sull operat 
ang against the revolution , the negative aspects of capital 
asm and the spontaneous character of small scale produc 
tion are still ta be overcome This +s the situation confront 
ing the revolution, especially s the mhal stage, ponng 
many difficulnes, and making the cless struggle to answer 
the very acute and complicated question of "who tolt win” 

¢) Our country 1s carrying out socialist revolution m 
a favourable smternational situation, the socialist system 
has come into being and continues to grow unceasingly , 
the national mdependence movement and the revolutionary 
movement of the working class are developing vigorously 
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Impenalism 13 sinking to the depths of its general criss 
and constantly growing weaker A new scientific and tech 
nological revolution 1s taking place ın the world. The eco 
nomic as well as scientific ond technologicel relations among 
countries are continually expandmg Together with the 
revolution ın our country, the revolution m Laos and Karn 
puchea has also recorded great victones Thanks to our 
victorious and heroic fight against US imperialism, our 
country has won great prestige and broad and profound 
sympathy from the peoples and governments of many 
countries, However, the struggle to win the answer to the 
question “who will win’, between the forces of socialism, 
national independence, democracy and peace on the one 
hand, and imperialism and the reactionary and bellicose 
forces on the other, is unfolding ın a very ferce and com 
plicated manner ın the world 

The above mentioned characteristics, especially the 
direct advance from small scale production to socialism, 
bypassing the stage of capitalist development, require that 
our people bring their initiative, creative spirit and self

Socialist collechve mastery involves mastery m many 
fields political, economie cultural and social mastery, 
mastery of society, mastery of nature, and mastery of one 
self; mastery over the whole country, in each locality and 
each base , it 1s the organic combination of collective mas 
tery with the genume freedom of each individual This 18 
genuine mastery, mastery ın its fullest sense 

To build the system of socialist collective mastery is 
actually to build a comprehensive system of social relations 
reflecting more and more fully the mastery of the working 
people an all the above-mentioned ficlds It 13 a process of 
continual evolution, from low to high, from imperfect to 
perfect 

Socialist collective mastery finds its concentrated ex 
pression m the collective mastery of the working people 
(of which the worker peasant alliance ıs the core) chiefly 
through the socialist State under the leadership of the van 
guard Party of the working class Therefore, the building of 
collective mastery requires first of all the building in all 
branches and at all levels, from the centre to the grass roots,

To build the system of politcal collective mastery 19 
toset up the power of the working people with the worker 
peasant aliance as the core and under the leadership of 
the working people, following the overthrow of the rule 
of the oppressors and exploiters, to build correct 1elation 
ships between the Party, the State and the people in order 
to ensure that the working people become the real masters 
of society, and are fully conscious of and know how to 
make use of their political power 
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Political mastery calls for the firm defence of socialism 
and the firm defence of the socialist motherland along 
with socialist construction So Jong as imperialism remains, 
our people still need to be vigilant and stand ready to defeat 
all schemes and acts of sabotage and aggression of any 
enemy 


Political collective mastery involves both duties and 
rights, duties are a corollary to rights We must ensure 
the citizen s rights and individual freedom while requiring 
that each citizen and each individual fully discharge his 
duties to society, the State and the collective, such as the 
duty to work, the duty to defend the motherland, the duty 
to respect and defend socialist property, respect the rules 
of collective Ite ete We must ensure equality between 
man and woman and equality among all nationalities 


Economie collective mastery includes collective mas 
tery of the main means of production in society, collective 
mastery of the work force, collective mastery over the 
organization and management of production, and in the 
doman of distribution 


‘To build the system of economie collective mastery, we 
must abolish the capitalist system of ownership and trans 
form the individual ownership of the peasants and handi 
craftsmen, establish the socialist system of ownership ín 
twortorms ownership by the whole people and collective 
ownership, through appropriate methods and steps We 
must strive to develop and strengthen the State economie 
sector, and rapidly build the collective economic sector, 
carry out co-operativization of agriculture and take agri 
culture to large-scale socialist production All the man 
means of production in society must be used in accordance 
with the orientation and tasks of the State plans in order 
to serve the mterests of the whole society 
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We must adopt a rational orientation for the organiza 
ton and assignment of the various sources of socra? labour 
and work out appropriate plans and measures for ther 
mobilization 1m order to use them most effectively both

We should reorganize social production throughout 
the country as a matter of urgency, and strive to build an 
effective managerial and planning system in order to make 
a rational use of, and turn to full account, all productive 
capacity in the whole country, so that all the processes of 
Production and reproduction will be undertaken in a plan 
ned way, with ever higher productivity, ever better quality

We must build a system of distribution m which the 
increasing material and cultural needs of the entire society 
are met in a just, rational, organized and planned manner, 
and ever more adequately, in keeping with the level of 
the development of production. Everybody must fulfil his 
duhes to sonety, society 1s responmble for lookmg after 
the organization of everybody's lives, the society of today 
18 responsible to the society of tomorrow This system of 
distribution must conform to the principle * from each 
according to his abilities, to each according to his work” and 
no pay for those who can, but do not work, and special

Tt is m this spirit end in this direction that we should 
gradually expand children’s welfare and education by 
society so that, step by step, the hives, schooling, growth 
and maturation of all children are ensured equally, and 
none of them handicapped by the loss, mvabidity or sick 
ness of their parents. Society must also ensure the necessary

at must take charge on an ever broader scale of medical 
care, rest, study and recreation for everybody, and orgamze 
the hives for the aged, invalids and disabled satisfactonly 


To build cultural collective mastery 1s to create a rich 
spiritual hie for everybody m keeping with the noble aim 
of sociahsm which 1s to meet ever more adequately not 
only the materal but also cufural needs of the entire 
society, to transform all cultural values into the property 
of the people and to create conditions for the peo 
ple to become the direct creator of all cultural values , 
and to make the relationship between man and man reflect 
the noble ethie ‘each for all and all for each” To this 
end, we should strive to build a new culture and step by 
step build our country into Righty cultured sonety 


To build a correct relationship between the collective 
and the individual ıs a very important aspect of the build 
ang of the system of socialist collective mastery Proceed 
ing from the Marxist Leninist principle that the eman 
eapation of the individual can be achieved only through 
social emancipation, that "the free development of each 
18 the condition for the free development of all”, we must 
bring about harmonious combmation of mastery by the 
social community with the genuine freedom of dividuals, 
an order to create umty between the collective and the 
individual On the basis of the mevstable demands of com 
munity life, of collective mastery, 1t 18 necessary to respect

‘To this end, it 38 of decisive umportance to carry out 
sociahıst industriahzanon the central task of the whole 
period of transition to socialism, end to create a modern 
mdustrial agricultural structure The fundamental way to 
create such a structure 15 to “give priority to the rational 
development of heavy industry on the bass of the develop- 
ment of agriculture and light dustry”, ın order to mte 
grate agriculture and industry into a single entity, deve- 
loping harmoniously side by side on the path to large- 
scale socalst producton, constantly bnked with each 
other supporting and serving each other m each step of 
development 

This economic structure 1s a unified one for the whole 
country comprising central and local economy We must 
concentrate the forces of the entire country on building 
the central economy embracing the key branches und es 
tablishments having the most decisive effect on the deve 
lopment of the national economy as a whole, while vigor 
ously developing the regional economies (provinces and 
cates) 19 order to provide each province and each eity 
with a rational economic structure, 2 component part of 
the economy of the entire country, end to turn each dis 
thet into an agneultural industrial economic unit The 
regional economies must be built and developed in accord 
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ance with the pattern and plan of the entire country, on 
the basis of the manpower, and techmques and natural 
resources available of each area concerned, and with the 
assistance of the central economy, in order to meet the 
needs of the local people, and also to fulfil 1ts obligation 
to the State, thus contributing to the development of the 
national economy To build the central economy while 
expanding the regional economies is the best way for us 
to make good use of the capacity of the country to rapidly

Along with the stepped up building of the country m all 
respects we must endeavour to build a firm people's defence, 
to build the people's armed forces and the defence industry 
to ensure ever stronger forces, ready to defeat all attacks 
by the aggressors We must closely combine labour duty 
with military service duty in order to accelerate economic 
construction while ensuring steady consolidation of national 
defence, especially in the conditions of still underdeveloped

tion and consumphon However economy must become a 
major policy of our Party and State and a revolutionary 
deed of the broad masses of the people We must economize 
Jabour, materials, funds equipment and machinery, we 
must practise economy both in production and m consump- 
tion, apply a rational policy of consumption, and uphold 
the spunt of buttding socialism with industry and thrift 

In the final analysis, the decisive factor for the success 
of the process of advancing to large-scale socialist produc 
ton ts the constant merease of social labour productivity, 
economic efficiency and the quality of production Along 
with the proper application of the economic and scientific 
and technical laws, we must work out appropriate plans 
end measures to promote a movement for socichst emula-

the masses, as a kind of law in the bulding of socialism 
We must attach particular importance to the organization

It must be carried out m an organized and planned 
way in the whole of society We must‘ take many 
measures in all fields ideological and organizational, edu 
cational and administrative, pohtical and cultural legal 
and economic Of all these measures, the implementation 
of the ideological and cultural revolution and the universal 
appheation of the method of self-criticism and ertcism 
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are of special importance The moulding of the new type of 
people must be carried out m a permanent, continual, con 
astent and persevering way At the same time, there must 
be large-scale drives and many movements, movements 
among the entire people, and movements within each mass 
organwzstion, each social stratum and each age group, 
movements encouraging productive labour in the first place

‘With the contents expounded above, we can now put 
forth the general line for the socialist revolution ın the new 
stage in our country as follows

Itas our am that the process of taking the economy of

backward economy, take the frst steps m building large 
scale socialist production and lay the foundations for the 
andustrralization of the country 


As our country embarks on this five year plan it faces 
countless difficulties , and our biggest difficulty lies in the 
fact that while ouz economy is stl! predominantly one of 
smali scale production, and while labour productivity and 
the national income are still very low, food and foodstuffs 
for man and raw materials, fuel and equipment for industry 
are still deficient, exports cannot balance imports, we have 
to settle two fundamental and urgent tasks simultaneously 

to ensure the daily needs of the people while carrying out

accumulation in order to build the material and technical 
basis of socialism 


However, we also have many fundamental advantages 
which we must strive to develop Those include the con 
siderable potential of tropical agriculture We can expand 
the culuvable acreage and plant many crops m a year, 
develop an all round production and practise large scale 
intensive cultivation Our country has a mayor source of 
wealth in tens of millions of hectares of forests and forest 
Jand, more than 3,200 kilometres of sea coast and vast ter 
ntorlal waters with abundant sea foods that can be ex 
plotted all the year round 


Our country already has some initial bases of heavy 
industry, and a system of hght andustry and food ndustry 
which are mn the anitial stage of development Our country 
also has energy resources and many kinds of mineral ores 
‘which can serve as basis for a modern industry The geo- 
graphy of our country provides us with favourable condi 
tions to expand communications and transport m the eouns 
try as well as between our country and the outside world 


Most precious of all, our country bas a work force 22 
million strong and a contingent of more than one million 
technteal cadres and workers and a szable force of the 
army engaged in econome construction We have accu 
mulated some experience ın the socialist revolution and 
an addition enjoy the great economic and technical asmst 
ance and co-operation from the fraternal socialist countries 


In the 1976-1980 Five-Year Plan we must mobilize the 
entire Party, people and army to uphold the spirit of col 
lective mastery and self rehance and enthuwastically to 
march forward, give full play to the advantages and over 
come the difficultes in order to successfully fulfil the 
following fundamental tasks 
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Concentrate the forces of the whole country, of all 
branches and echelons to achieve a sudden spurt of agricul 
ture, strive to step up forestry and fisheries, vigorously 
develop tight industry and food industry (including hand: 
crafts and small mdustries) with the aim of steadily cater 
ing for the needs of the whole country n food, foodstuffs 
and an important part of the common consumer goods, 
to further umprove the material and cultural life of the 
people, and create accumulation for socialist industnaliza 
tion, 

Tum to full account the existing heavy industry 
capaaity and build many new bases of heavy industry, 
especially the engmeermg industry, ın order to serve 
agriculture, forestry, fishery and light industry first of all, 
and make provision for techmcal equipment for the fol 
lowing period, Actively expand commumeations and tran 
sport, rapidly increase the capacity of capital construction, 
promote scientific and technological work Make prepara 
tions m all fields for large-scale construction 1n the future 
Jong term plans. 

‘Use all the social work force , organize and manage 
the labour force well in order to achieve a marked increase 
an social labour productivity , take the intial steps in es 
tablishmg an industrial agricultural economic structure, 
combuung central with remonal economies, build the dis

A GUIDELINES FOR THE DEVELOPMENT OF VARIOUS, 
BRANCHES OF THE NATIONAL ECONOMY 


à Agriculture, forestry and fisheries 


‘There must be all round development both of cultiva 
tion and stock breeding, as well as forestry and fisheries 
along the lune of large-scale socialist production, with a 
view to ensuring enough food and foodstuffs for the whole 
society, supplying raw matenals for sndustry, and rapidly 
increasing amports soon Economie zoning and production 
planning must be carried out aimed at developing all arcas 
the plans, the midlands, the mountain regions and the 
coastal areas, bringing into full play the advantages of each 
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zone and rapidly creating large areas of concentrated pro- 
duction and crop spectahzation Attach xmportance to all 
three aspects of intensive farming, muluphication of crops 
and expansion of the tilled acreage Continue to make ex 
tensive efforts in water conservancy and launch mass 
‘movements to push ahead yrigation, perfect the water con 
servancy system i each large area, and ensure systematic 
amigation and drainage , aprove the soil and combat soil 
exhaustion acidity, salinity and erosion Build a national 
system of rice strains and supply new strams with high 
elds Apply gains made by agricultura] science and tech 
nology turn our tropical agriculture to full account, and 
catch up with the highest yields ın the world. Step up 
mechanization in the main rice-growing areas and carry 
out gradual mechanization in the newly-opened areas 
Redustribute a large amount of the agricultural work force 
over the varous areas of the country Step up the bulding 
of the district into an agroandustrial economic umt, the 
branches at the centre and the provincial authorities must 
supply enough cadres and the necessary means for thw 
to the districts 

Concerning food, we should step up intensive farming 
while further expanding the cultivated acreage through 
crop multiplication and land reclamation, and set up key 
rice-growing areas in order to ensure the state's main 
source of marketable food. With regard to subsidiary crops 
(maize, sweet potatoes, cassava, sorghum) we must under 
take vigorous expansion of these crops, set up concentrated 
growing areas undertake production snd processing side 
by side carry out homogeneous mechanization and ensure 
highly intensive farming, especially with regard to maze 

Concerning food crops, develop their intensive cultiva 
ton in areas of crop specialization and large food belts 
around the towns and mdustrial areas, they should also 
be widely grown by the families. Rapidly satisfy the needs 
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of the people with regard to vegetables, beans, and other 
foods and in particular try to meet the needs of the towns 
and sndustrial centres 

Development of industrial erops is a most important 
task There must be a plan for long term investment of 
labour, food end techniques m order ta develop areas of 
concentrated growing of industrial erops ın the midlands 
and the mountan regions Carry out economic regional 
zation well, organize scientific research and build a pro 
cessing industry in time to ensure all round and large-scale 
development of fibre-yrelding plants (cotton, jute, mul 
berry), surgar-cane and oil bearing plants (soya, peanut, 
coconut palm, sbrasin ), rubber trees, tea, coffee, pine 
apples, bananas and other frut trees əs well as aromatic 
and medicinal plants, 

From being a sideline occupation of the peasants, five 
stock breeding must rapidly become a main branch of 
Production, supplying meat, eggs and eventually also mill, 
for the purpose of smproving the people's diet, supply 
draught power pending the full mechanization of agricul 
ture, supply manure for intensive farmmg and crop mul 
tipcation as well as the expansion of the cultivated 
acreage, make rational use of manpower in the country 
side and create an important source of export products 
Strive to increase the population of pigs, buffaloes and 
cows, encourage poultry rearing, give due attention to the 
ratsing of horses, goats, rabbits and bees As the tempo of 
agneultural mechanization picks up, the draught buffaloes 
and cows will be used less for draught purposes and will 
‘gradually become meat and dary cattle We must find 
Satisfactory solutions on a large scale to alt three questions 
of breeds, fooder and veterinary medeme Redistributon 
of the land and the ctops durmg the year must be in step 
with the bulding of processmg units in each district m 
order to create a stable fodder base for stock breeding The 


selection of breeds, cross breeding must be stepped up and 
many genetic centres built to ensure an adequate supply 
of good breeds The veterinary network must be expanded 
and enough medicine produced to prevent and stamp out 
epuzooties A good combination of stock breeding by the 
State, co-operatives and families m a common system must 
be found with division of work and co-operation according 
to the mode of large-scale production : 

‘The food and foodstuffs processing industry must be 
vigorously developed so as to turn the subsidiary crops 
mto staple and attractive foods, create highly nutritive 
meals save labour ın cooking and swit family life Food 
industry enterprises must be set up ın any place close to 
the source of raw materials and in close connection with 
agneultural prodaction. 

° Forests constitute a major resource of our country, 
the tropical climate of our country favours the rapid 
growth of vegetation Forestry should be developed vigo 
rously along the line of large-scale socialist production 1n 
order to become an mportant economic sector Importance 
should be attached to all aspects afforestation, care, pro 
tection and exploitation of forests Complete tree-planting 
on all the bare hills within two or three five-year plans, 
Make long term investments for the settmg up of large 
afforestation centres according to the principles of specia 
Lzation and intensive afforestation from the Viet Bac to 
the Central Highlands and Mink Hai province (the south 
ernmost tip) Launch consecutive movements for “tree 
plonting afforestation and forest preservation”, and en 
courage “tree-planting at the Lunar New Year Festival to 
show eternal gratitude to Uncle Ho” Achieve success in 
the drive for sedentary farming and residence , ensure the 
food supply of the population of mountain regions, and 
put an end to the bad habit of indiscriminate forest burn 
ing Vigorously develop the State run forestry service 
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while turning the responsibility for forests over to co 
operative management Make the mountam districts into 
large-scale production units which combine forestry, 
agriculture’ end industry, and which practise forestry, 
growing of industria? crops and stock breeding at the same 
time Mechanize every part of this forestry work step by 
step, from the planting of trees to the exploitation and 
transportation of timber Develop the processing of timber, 
use all branches and twigs, encourage the use of wood 
Preservatives and make rational and sparing use of umber 

Increase investments as well as organizational and 
managenal work in order to restore and develop fisheries, 
and meet the urgent needs of the country and of export 
actavities Boost both fishing and fish rearing, an the sea, m 
brackish water and in fresh water Expand the trawler 
building industry, supply fishing tackle to fishermen. De- 
velop bath the sea fishing fleets of the central level and the 
Jocalities, Before long we must make the fullest use of sil 
ponds, rivers and canals We must develop early the m 
dustry for the preservation and processing of aquatic pro 
ducts Exploitation must be accompanied by plans worked 
‘out to protect the aquatic resources, intensify exploration 
and scientific research to gain a firm understanding of the 
aquatic resources of our country 

Expand and mechanue the salt making sndustry step 
by step to ensure the supply of salt for mdustrisl produc 
‘tion and for consumpuon. 


2 Light mdustry 


The fundamental task of ight mdustry (:ncluding 
handicrafts and small industries) 1s to produce consumer 
goods to cater for the material and cultural life of the peos 
ple, ensure and raise the real income of the worlang peo- 
ple , create conditions for the State to promote the division 


of social labour, and supply large quantities of goods for 
exports Light industry must make full use of all produc 
tion capacity and al! organizational forms to turn out more 
and more products with ever tower production costs, of ever 
greater variety and ever better quality, thus helping to 
put an early end to the shortage of vital consumer goods 


Furst of all we should concentrate efforts on developing 
such branches os cater for the vital necessities of hfe, such 
as textiles, leather, garment, paper, furniture, household 
Utensils, schooling material, medical appliances, equipment 
for creches and physical culture and sports and stationery 
articles In the five years shead we should strive to provide 
every family with a reasonable amount of fabric for cloth 
ing as well as common consumer goods We should make an 
inventory of all necessary items and the quantity of each 
category, effect a division of work between the central and 
local levels, work out plans to solve problems of raw mate 
mals equipment and techniques satisfactorily and fix the 
tme-lımıts for the production of these commodities 

‘The enterprises producing export commodities should 
be supplied with modern equipment and adequate raw 
materials and provided with efficient economic and tech 
nical management so that these products may catch up with 
international standards 


In the immediate future, we should rapidly work out a 
correct mventory of the light mdustris] forces throughout 
the country, reorganize, redistribute and co-ordinate them 
along the line of large-scale socialist production, combining 
large-scale with medium scale and small production, the 
centrally ran wath Iocally run industries, the State sector 
with the co-operative and individual sectors We should 
umprove the technique and expand the production capacities 
of the exsting establishments while striving to build a 
number of new establishments 


Handicrafts and small industries have an umportant 
position m our national economy, especially in the regional 
economies They have the task of helping to meet local 
daily needs as well as those of the whole country, and also 
play an important role m the production of export goods 
Strive to restore and develop handicrafts and small m 
dustties, espeaally the traditional crafts and the fine arts 

‘The most umportant question at present 1s to concen 
trate on the rapid creation of a stable source of raw mate 
rials in the country while working out plans for the import 
of some necessary raw materials in order to make full use 
‘of manpower and technical capacity, meet our vital needs 
and increase the sources of export 


3 Heavy mdustry 


+ With ats key position in the industrial system the 
engineering industry must be of prune concern in the whole 
plan for the development of the national economy, It must 
be rapidly built mto a major and powerful branch ın order 
to cater for supplies of machinery, machine tools, acces 
sones and spare parts, partial and complete equipment for 
factories and plants in the various branches of the national 
economy 

In this five year plan we should rapidly work out a 
general engineering scheme for the whole country, and set 
stable production guidelines for each factory On the basis 
of work specialization promote co-operation among generat 
engineering and branch engineenng, between State en 
gmeering and co-operative engineering between construc- 
tion engineering and repair engineering, between military 
engmeermg and cvi} engineering, between central en 
gmeering and local engineering Re-arrange, transform and 
expand the existing factories m order to fully exploit ther 
capacities, while striving to the utmost to build a number 


of new and important factones with a view to perfecting 
the engmeering industry step by step Along with the 
building of the common engineering industry of the Minis 
try of Engmeenng and Metallurgy, we must develop en 
gineering m the smportant branches and locally Strive to 
supply enough ordmary and improved tools of good qua 
lity, meet most of the needs of the repair industry and 
supply most kinds of accessories, turn out more machines 
and equipment to meet part of the needs of various econo- 
mie branches 

Build up the electronics industry produce various kinds 
of electronic devices , manufacture and assemble electronic 
‘equipment 

Frergy must be developed early and ahead of require 
ments Research should be stepped up in order to exploit 
and use various forms of energy 

With regard to electricity the fundamental orientation 
15 to combine hydro electric power with thermal power , 
giving utmost importance to the former, and combining 
large, medium and small hydro-electric projects Build an 
electne grid proportionate to the sources of electric energy 
In this five-year plan, we shall expand some old power 
stations and build a number of new ones Attention shall 
be paid to building many small hydro-electric stations m 
the midlands and the mountain regions, especially in the 
Central Highlands 

Increase coal production in order to meet the immediate 
needs and rapidly crease coal output ın the next plan 
‘Make the most of the existing mines and rapidly dig many 
more mmes Develop the coal processing industry so that 
the coal resource can yield better economic resulis In 
crease the engineering force to manufacture part of the 
equipment for coal extraction ın collieries and open cast 
mines 


‘Vagorously expand exploretion of and prospection for 
mineral od and natural gas resources on the mainland as 
well as olf shore , create conditions for the rapid building 
of the oil industry As a matter of urgency, make prepara 
tions to start the construction of the first oil refinery and 
processing base soon 

Metatiurgy must be developed stage by stage, m step 
with the development of engineenng output and must meet 
the demands of capital construction Our country must 
strive to manufacture a large volume of ferrous metals and 
non ferrous metals and some rare and precious metals In 
‘this plan, complete the building and enlargement of the 
existing steel works, build many electric furnaces at the 
engneering factories, and make provision for building 
Targesnze steel works Expand the production of tm, create 
conditions for the construction of other non ferrous metal 
Jurgicsl bases Focus efforts on exploring new mineral 
deposits 

Promote the all sided development of the chermcal m 
dustry, including morgane and organte chemistry Com 
bine large, medium und small scale enterprises, have an 
eye to association of production and build rationally design 
ed chemical complexes ın order to obtam high economie 
Tesults while protecting the environment, In this five year 
period strive to increase the output of chemical fertilizer 
and other chemicals ın service of agricultural production 
‘Start the construction of an artificial fibre factory, caustic 
soda factones and a number of basic chemicals factories 
soon, Develop pharmaceutical chemistry to meet the peo 
ples needs in medicmes, and manufacture derivatives of 
natural rubber aromatie products and volatile oil 

In service of the plans for economic development, es 
pecially the plan for heavy mdustry, we should step up 
Prebmimary mvestigation geological survey and the ex 
Ploration of natural resources Geological work should be 
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developed rapidly to meet the needs of various branches at 
an early stage Increase the number of cadres and the 
amount of machinery and equipment necessary to the 
gealogical service and step up scientific research in geology 


4) Construction 


At the beginning of the new stage, the construction 
service 1s confronted with enormous, heavy tasks to over 
come the serious sequels of a devastating war, and at the 
same bme to build the material and technica} basis of social 
ism We must restore and build many new economic, cul 
tural and public utility projects and housing facilities, ro~ 
build Hanoi the capital city ‘to make st grander, bigger 
and finer’ To fulfil this task, we should 

Increase the material and technica} basis of the con 
struction branch gradually turning this branch mto a 
modern industry In the smmediate future, we must equip 
construction workers adequately with various kinds of 
tools , mechanize the heavy jobs requiring a big volume of 
construction , and take steps towards the industrialization 
of construction Organize work an a scientific way, and 
apply advanced methods of construction , closely control the 
economic techmcal building norms and quotas in order to 
ensure the quality of projects raise labour productivity, 
reduce the costs of projects, and rapidly put them to use 

Vigorously develop the building materials industry 
through the building of major installations with modern 
techmques, while buiding numbers of medium and small 
local factories Broaden the range of the building materials, 
increase thew quantity and improve their quality m order 
eventually fo have enough and diversified building mate- 
mals for all needs Actively merease the output of cement, 
bricks and tiles and other baste materials , rapidly increase 
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the production of decorative matenls, sound proof, mots 
ture proof and heat-insulation materiais 


Step up construction planning and rapidly mcrease 
the survey and designing capacity m the country Assi 
mulate progress m other parts of the world in planning 
and designing and apply them creatively to our practical 
conditions Mobilize all creative capacity of our designing 
workers and give full scope to the mtelligence and talent 
of the broad masses of those engaged in construction work 
Develop socialist architecture with both a modern and 
national character 


Strengthen the Ministry of Construction to make 
1t the core of the whole construction branch, and at the 
same time adequately develop the construction forces of 
‘the varous branches, especially locally , develop the build 
ang teams of the co-operatives and strengthen the brigades 
who do maintenance and repair work on dwelling hous 
Make good use of the army in capital construction Trans 
torm and make rational use of the private bulding firms 
mm the South 


* Communications and transport, postal service 


‘The fundamental task of the communications and 
transport sector 15 to satisfy the needs for the transporta 
tion of goods and people, ensure economic relations in the 
country, serve production and help mcrease social labour 
productivity We must develop all forms of communica 
tions and transport, rapidly complete the restoration and 
transformation of the old communications system while 
building the new one, chiefly in the mountam areas and the 
new economic regions Ensure a reasonable relationship 
between the building of roads, ports and storage facilities 
and the production of transport means Strengthen the 
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mechanical engineerng branch m order to merease rapidly 
the production capacity of means of transport and acces 
sories as well as repair facilities Step up the mechanization 
of ports and catgo-handling Achieve a rational division of 
work among sea river, railway and Jand transport, and 
between centrally run and locally run communications and 
transport services 


Sea routes provide very convenrent long distance 
transport for domestic purpotes as well as between our 
country and the rest of the world We must make the best 
possible use of sea transport Concentrate efforts on buld 
ing expanding and managing the sea port system well, 
develop the ship-building industry vigorously and rapidly 
build our own merchant fleet and river and sea vessels 

Inland waterways must be widely used ın a way sut 
able to the conditions of our country Strive to mechapize 
river transport rapidly, and step up the production of 
many kinds of transport means Attention must be given 
to bulding tughly mechanized river ports with great cargo- 
handling capacity 

With regard to railways we must work out a plan for 
amba] modermzation of the Hanoi Ho Chi Minh City hne 
and at the same time carry out surveys preparatory to build 
amg new hnes Actively imptove organizational and man 
agerial work ın order to increase the speed of trains rapidly, 
and strive to regularıze and modernize the railways step 
by step. 

Roads should be further developed We must maintain 
and smprove the mam highways and build many new ones, 
chiefiy 10 the hughlands and an the new econome regions 
Carry out a reform 1a communications and transport m the 
towns through a rapid increase of means of public 
transport. Develop rural communications and transport 
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combined with water conservancy in order to serve agricul 
tural production 

‘Transform and extend the pipelme system, develop 
cet aviation mto an increasingly important transport 
branch 


Rapidly expand the postal servie to meet the needs 
of communications m the country and between our country 
and the outside world. We must give full scope to all com 
munications capacity and existing materal and technical 
bases while striving to develop the commumeatons m 
dustry, and step by step and selectively modernize the com 
munications and postal network in order to ensure swift 
ness, accuracy, safety and convemience 


§ Circulation, distribution, export and import

Sonahst trade 1s not merely business activity for the 
Purpose of profit but an important tool to ensure the peo- 
Ple's night to collective mastery im the domain of distribu 
tion , ts primary task 1s to organze the rational and plan 
ned circulation and distribution of goods ın order to serve 
the people’s daily needs, stimulcte the development of pro 
auction and develop the division of labour 

To carry out thas task, soctahist trade must be success 
ful an the following main areas of activity 

Striving to serve production and taking active mea 
sures to influence production making ıt meet the needs 
of consumption more satisfactordy in both quantity and 
quality and according to required standards. 

Organizing the purchase and control of goods, es 
pecially staple commodities, through two-way contracts 
And at reasonable prices We must see to 1t that purchase 
work becomes a means of sumulating the expansion of 
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production accelerate the process of reproduction , we must 
combat overbearmngness, and arbitrary grading and pricing 
ot goods 

Organizing the distribution of goods nght to the 
hands of consumers, and ensunng that consumer goods 
are distributed equitably and to those who need them, in 
accordance with the principles of distnbution according 
to labour, while taking into due account the fundamental 
needs of each region and each stratum of the population 
While production still {alla short of demand, rationing 1s 
temporary applied to some of the staple commodities 
Constantly perfect the planning of the supply and storing 
of goods, thus contributing to the balance between money 
and goods, between supply and demand. The retail sales 
network must be orgamzed rationally, on a wide scale and 
to the conventence of the buyers Strive to do away as soon 
as possible with too long queuing in front of shop counters, 
arbitrary weighing, measuring and counting, and step by 
step build a civilized trade service Foster a contingent of 
Inghly proficient cadres and personnel of the trade service 
capable of providing good service to the customers, and 
being worthy, enterprising suppliers and devoted house 
keepers of the people, resolutely combat graft and over 
bearingness 

Expand service facilities, especially ın the cites, 
townships and industrial centres, gradually change 
students’ and public employees’ canteens Organize good 
restaurants and resting places on the mam commynication 
Lines. 

Tn the South, together wath socialist transformation 
of private trade, we must rapidly expand the Staterun 
trade service and the marketing co-operatives, arrange the 
wholesale and retail networks rationslly, and see to it that 
the State-run trade service not only has complete control 
over wholesale trade but can also manipulate retail trade 
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and control the market end prices, thus creating the funda 
mental conditions on which to umfy the markets n the 
whole country 
Concerning the orgamzation of trade in the coun 

tryside, the distmet is an economie unit through which the 
‘State carries out its two way contracts with the peasants, 
plans the circulation of goods and achieves the balance of 
money and goods in the district. On the national scale and 
am urban and industrial areas, the corporation (or general 
corporation) dealing in speciñe goods 1s the appropriate 
form of organization We must strive to amprove manage 
ment and reduce oreulation expenditures 

‘The supply of raw materials must am at effectively 
serving production and stimulating technological progress 
In the immediate future, we must concentrate all efforts on 
Providing enough materials for the five-year plan for econo 
mic development and transformation, improve all stages of 
production from planning, tapping sources of supply to the 
orgamation of supplies and the management of the use of 
matenals 

Furst of all we must get a good grasp of the material 
Tesources and needs of the whole country, of each branch 
and each umt, and also each category of needs and delivery 
requirements On this basis strive to improve the mode 
‘end organzation of supply and ensure that the materials 
are delivered to the production unit in time, in adequate 
quantihes, with homogeneous components and with mint 
mum loss and expenditure , put an end to the absurd over 
stockmg or shortage of matenals Attach importance to 
Securing a reserve of raw matenals m demand in order to 
ensure uninterrupted production There must be concrete 
policies to stimulate the production of raw materials ın the 
country and satisfy step by step almost all raw material 
needs by our own means } make full use of existing mate- 
‘tials, increase the collecting and purchase of old materials 
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Improve and strengthen the management of the use of 
materials to ensure that they are used in the right way and 
in adequate quantities , strive to keep the consumption of 
matenals as low as possible, give maximum encourage- 
ment to the saving of materials, while teking severe dis 
epinary actions against all use of matenals at variance 
with plan careless consumption of materials, and unac 
countable loss or damage of materials 


‘The price policy must serve production and the people 
as well, and must ensure the fulfilment of the tasks in the 
State plan With regard to production, prices should be 
fixed correctly compensating labour consumption and 
achieving enlarged reproduction, they should serve the 
am of promoting the scientific and technological revolu 
tion, achieving the new division of labour and mereasing 
labour productivity and the improvement of the quabty of 
products thus creating conditions for the State to mcrease 
purchases and controt the sources of goods To serve the 
Life of the people prices must be organically linked tf 
‘wages and other cash incomes of the working people 
so ns to ensure constant inerease of the real income 
of various social strata in keeping with the develop- 
ment of production and tebour productivity Prices must 
become an instrument with which to regulate supply and 
demand, and help to distribute and redistnbute the national 
ancome correctly 


In the mmediate future we should study and work 
out a more rational system of prices, espectally the prices 
of farm, forest and sea products sold to the State, the prices 
of consumer goods as well as the prices of means of pro 
duction sold by the State to the collective economic sector 
‘To consolidate the system of cost accounting in the State 
Tun factories, we must rapidly work out a system of whole 
sale enterprise prices and wholesale industrial prices, on 
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the basis of judicious entena and norms and m keeping 
with the realities af production 

In the present economie conditions, to stabilize prices 
2s a complex and protracted struggle and a very important 
task amed at contributing to the stabihzation of produc 
tion and hfe m general The trading service must, toge 
ther with other related branches, make flexible use of such 
measures as purchase, sale, pricing, finance to manage 
the market well stabilize prices step by step, and eventually 
Teduce prices on the basis of the development of produc 
tion, increase of labour productivity and reduction of cost 
price The unification of prices m the two zones of the 
country should be undertaken as a matter of urgency with 
account taken of the special conditions of production n 
each zone as well as each economic region. in the country 

There should be rational organization in the manage 
‘ment of prices, an which all the vanious branches of produc 
tion and localities are called upon to play an amportant 
role 

In the socialist economy, finances are the symbol of 
social wealth, representing the various sources of capital 
fixed assets and circulating assets Therefore, financial 
activities cannot be @efined narrowly as the revenues and 
expenditures of the State budget, nor sumply as increas 
ing revenues, reducing expenditures and balancmg the 
budget” Instead the fundamental task of the financial 
service 15 to control the sources of capital in keeping with 
the line on economic development and, on the basis of 
economic development, to build a rational relationship 
between consumption funds and accumulation funds 
sumed at satisfying the needs of the people's “ufe and 
ensuring expenditure on mamtamıng security and the con 
soldaton of national defence, and continuous enlarged 
reproduction. The metease of financial sources can only 
be the result of expanded production and mereased social 
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Jabour productivity, the fuli and adequate use of all sour 
ces of manpower and natural resources of tht country 
on the basis of an ever more advanced technology Al 
though taxes at present still make up a sigaificant source 
of financial revenue, our fundamental source of revenue 
remains the Jabour contribution of everybody to the com 
mon cause The financial service must well fulfil sts func 
tion as an effective supervisor and controller of all pro 
duction and business operations in order to ensure the 
Greatest output with the lowest outlay, rapid growth of 
labour productivity and greater efficiency of investments, 
Jeaving not one inch of land untulled, one machine inactive 
or one able bodied person jobless 

Jn the immediate future, the financial service must 
fulfil the following major tasks 


Work out an active budget (national budget and 
local budget) amed at ensuring a good implementation of 
the economic development programme and an expansion 
of social and cultural activities. In the South, we should 
work out a correct tax policy to help regulate the sources 
of aneome 

‘To carry out an overal! stock taking to have a clear 
idea of the sources of wealth and production capacity To 
work out, jomtly with the other branches and levels, con 
crete plans to make the fullest use of this capacity to 
develop production and provide for the people's needs 

Together with the unification of markets and price 
systems, we must umify the financial system throughout 
the country A 

The fundamental task of the benking system is to 
take part m working out a plan for economie development, 
to supply credit capital for production and business activi 
‘hes, and to use money to supervise the productivity, effi 
cacity and quality of these operations. 
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We must vigorously extend credit operations in order 
to ensure capita? for produchon and business and limit 
money dealmgs with a view to encouraging all branches 
and Jevels to expand production and business, while com 
pelling them to strengthen economic and financial manage- 
ment, strictly observe the norms for the use of manpower, 
equipment, materials and capital, and strive fo fulfil and 
overfulfl their production plans both in output and quality 
Credit operations, 1f well done, will contribute to stepping 
up production and create a balance between money ond 
goods on a new basis 

Atong with intensifying credit work, the banking sys 
tem must really become clearing centres of all production 
and ‘business operations, manage cash effectively and 
closely regulate monetary circulation 1n society 

To unceasingly broaden the international division of 
labour and co-operation in the fields of economy, science 
and technology, and to step up foreign trade activities are 
objective demands of our time In particular, as our coun 
try aw advancing directly from small scale production to 
large-scale socialist production the strengthenmg of the 
relations of mutual assistance and co-operation m economy 
and technology with the fraternal socialist countries and 
the expansion of economic relations with other countries 
are of major amportance Export and import, therefore, 
become a very important part of the whole economic acti 
vity of our country The aim of export and import 1s to 
secure world s modern technology, to bring production and. 
labour to achieve better economic results m our country, 
thus contributing to the growth of accumulation and the 
improvement of our peoples lfe Exports should be given 
a further boost to stimulate production, raise the technical 
evel, promote the division of labour and create conditions 
for expanding imports Imports must satisfy the require- 
ments of the scientfiotechnological revolution and the 
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building of the matertal technical basis of soralism, at 


To step up exports our main orientation at present 1 
to develop the potentialites of tropical agriculture and 


all branches, localities and umts to increase export We 
should also expand tourism 

To take a drect part in export and import is the com 
mon responsibilty of all branches, levels, and of anyone 
engaged m production However, all export und import 
operahons must be placed under the unified management 
Of the State and effected through a specialized ageney, the 
Munstry of Foreign Trade To firmly grasp the hne for 
Economie development and the foreign policy of the Party , 
to understand the capabibties and needs of each country 
and each regional market, and to know how to open stable 
end the most profitable markets , to have a clear idea of the 
capacity and needs of our country, to strive to assist and 
guide all branches and levels in expanding export and im 
port, to create major sources of high quality commodities 
for export and carry out import according to our require 
ments, specifications and schedules These are the main 
tasks of foreign trade 


7 Labour and wages 

Advancing from small sesle production to large-scale 
socialist production, we must necessarily carry out an sil 
round revolution ın the demain of labour reorganize and 
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reallocate labour in the varlous regions and branches, 
mechanue labour, reise the political consciousness and 
foster the professional skill of the working people and 
care for ther Ife Only on this basis can we create high 
soul labour productivity, the ultimate decisive factor for 
the complete victory of our new social system 

Farst of all, we must base ourselves on the requirement 
of sociahst mdustrialzation and of the building of a new 
production structure to reorganize and redivide labour on 
a national scale, m each branch as well asın each place and 
production unit, In the immediate future, we must reor 
ganize labour ın agriculture m order to ensure enough 
manpower for the development of agriculture, while switch 
ing a great part of the agricultural work force to other 
branches and from densely populated regwns to thinly 
populated ones, m order to open more land for cultivation, 
We should have a plan to expand production in order to 
do away with unemployment in the newly liberated areas, 
‘and to ensure enough jobs to all people of working age In 
order to control the whole labour force in society, we should 
proceed from the requirements and capabilities m all res 
pects to take the initiative m using all organizational forms 
(large, medium and small scale), and all working methods 
(mechanized, sem mechanized and manual) to absorb all 
Sources of labour to develop branches and trades, to boost 
Up production and to tum out more wealth 

We must attach importance to the organization and 
management of labour Institute a regime of labour duty 
compelling all able-bodied men and women to work. The 
result of labour must be computed per hour and minute , 
and waste of labour resolutely combated, for it is the 
greatest waste at present. Closely associate duty with ın 
terests, and iterests with responsibility, combine the 
strict discipline of the organization with the general self 
consciousness, Strive to work out satisfactory centena and 
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norms for labour, boldly apply advanced methods of labour 
organization and management, step up ideological educa 
ton, launch continuous socialist emulation movements, 
coupled with the judicious use of such incentives as wages, 
bonuses and publie welfare , ettach smportance to improv 
ing working conditions, ensure labour safety, and protect 
the health of the worlung people As regards women, they 
should be given appropriate assignments, and al necessary 
conditions such as creches and canteens should be creat 
ed to help them contribute therr Jabour Unceasingly rase 
the abihty of management cadres to organize and direct 
the work force 

We must equip the work force with enough tools, and 
push ahead mechanization of labour, especially heavy work 

We must see to it that everybody loves work, loves his 
profession and opposes lariness and dependency We must 
inculcate into the working people the great industry style 
of work to work with discipline, organization, diligence 
and resourcefulness Open many fulltime vocational 
schools and many vocational courses at the factories to 
tram workers and technical cadres, to raise the professional 
skill of the great majority of workers, work out appro- 
priate policies to encourage the workers to love and 
cultivate their trades enthumastically The tranmg of 
technical workers must be proportionate to the traning of 
engineers and technicians according to the production 
charactenssties and technology processes of each trade 
Right in the general education schools, we must provide 
the young people with knowledge of labour and the new 
style of work 10 order to tram a new generation of working 
people 

To apply a wages system based on the principle of 
distribution according to labour’ together with the ex 
pansion of public welfare facthties Wages must ensure the 
reproduction of the work force and the life of the working 
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people and their famuhes Wages must be closely connect 
ed with labour productivity and have a stimulating effect 
on production and technical progress in conformity with 
the charactenstics of each branch and trade We must 
develop a rational relationship between wages, publie wel 
fare and accunaulation for enlarged reproduction At pre- 
seat, we should strive to improve the wages system in order 
to reflect more fully the principle of distribution according 
to labour, viz, more work, more pay, less work Jess pay, 
no pay for those who can but do not work , sobs which 
regure high technical skull, heavy or unwholesome jobs, 
and work in regions where natural conditions are difficult 
must be duly remunerated Along with the improvement 
of the wages system and the increase of wages, the State 
must have plans to step up the production of consumer 
goods with ever lower production costs m order to ensure 
the gradual increase of real wages 


8 improvement of the hfe of the people 


To improve the peoples material and spiritual lite 13 
the cardinal task of our Party and State, and the highest 
objective of economie development programmes. In our 
capacity as masters we are well aware that with an eco- 
nomy which stil consists predominantly of small scale 
production and which has, moreaver, just emerged from a 
devastating war, the difficultes and privations in our bfe 
cannot completely be done away overnight We must 
uphold the spint of meking efforts and sacrifices, fearmg 
no difficultzes and hardships, carry cut a policy of rational 
consumption and devote part of our manpower and mate- 
anal wealth to accumulation for building the material tech 
macal basis of socialism At the same time, on the basis 
of the existing capabilities, we must take utmost care 
of the people’s life, seeking by every means to gradually 


relieve the difficulties ın lıfe, especially of the working 
people m urban as well as rural areas, m war torn and 
ethnic minority aréas and new economic regions 

On the one hand, we must strive to develop produc 
tion and ensure all staple commodities to society On the 
other hand, we must pay attention to the good organization 
of the people’s hfe from community life and the organza 
tion of canteens to the lives of each family , from the sup 
Ply and distrybution of goods to rest, recreation and tour 
Ism , from questions of food, clothing, housing, public con 
veyance to education, medical care, physical culture and 
«ports, ete All these domains require of Party end adm 
mistrative bodies at all levels, of trading services, economic 
and cultural organs, and mass organizations a deep under 
standing of the peoples right ta collective mastery, & high 
sense of responsibility, and an adequate organization ability 

In the five years to come, we must see that everybody 
has enough staple food, vegetables, beans, sauce, fish and 
part of the necessary meat, in addition to sugar, eggs, 
fruits Strive to ensure decent and warm clothes to the 
people, and organize transportation well, adequately sup- 
ply all families with common goods such as cooking pots 
and pans bowls and plates, tea services, blankets, mosquito 
nets, cupboards, beds, tables and chairs, schooling material, 
children s toys Step by step meet the demands of the peo 
Ple for electnc fans, clocks and wrist watches, radios, 
television sets and sewing machines We must attach ut 
most importance to increasing pubhe welfare establish 
ments : ‘ 

Housing 1s the biggest problem m the life of the 
workers and population in towns and war-devastated areas 
The State must adopt plans for the appropriate investment 
of labour and matenals, take active measures to speed up 
the production of building materials and rapidly develop 
construction forces for housing projects In various ways, 
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mobilize the capacity of cadres workers and people for 
the construction of houses In the countryside, we should 
design models of residential areas and houses, and strive 
to supply the peasants m part with building materials 


B TO DEVELOP SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 


To develop science and technology (natural and socal 
sciences) and to build up a body of advanced science to 
contribute to ensuring the peoples mastery over society 
and nature and to the moulding of the rew Vietnamese 
this is a noble task of the socialist revolution, an important 
part of the ideological and cultural revolution and the 
scientific and technological revolution Giving Impetus to 
scientific and technological work wilt help us to do away 
with poverty and backwardness rapidly, and to shorted the 
time needed for socialist construction m our country 
Every scientific and technical activity must aim at car 
rying out the Party's line ond policies, and serve the peo+ 
ple’s hfe and national defence For the purpose of good 
service, science and technology must not only aim at 
satistying the requirements which have already emerged, 
but must also anticipate those which will emerge, not 
only be directed at solving the problems raised by pro- 
duction but also open new directions for production , not 
only pay attention to knowledge having direct bearing on 
production, but also give due heed to knowledge indirectly 
related but very necessary to production, attention must 
be paid to the integrated character and combined effect of 
scence and technology «nd the relationship between 
natural and social sciences. We must uphold the spirit of 
revolutionary offensive and self rebance, develop all in 
tell gence and talent in the country, boldly strive to achieve 
what 1s needed by the country by our own efforts, however 


difficult ıt may be, and guard against the tendency to rely 
on others At the same tume, make the most of world 
achievements and not waste time and energy in groping 
for what has been well tackled elsewhere in the world. In 
each pertod, concentrate forces end means to find definitive 
solutions to the most important problems Enhance the 
spint of socialist co-operation and resolutely oppose indi 
viduahsm, departmentalism and parochtalism, Integrate 
schools, institutes and production units ın a satisfactory 
manner combine teaching, scientific research and produc- 
ton well Ensure good traning and use of scientific and 
technical workers, give impetus to the mass advance mto 
the realm of science and technology Develop and con 
solidate scientific and technological organizations, improve 
the managerial system and style of work to bring all abu 
bes into full play 

In the domain of natural science and technology, we 
must strive to build up, within about three or four five-year 
plans a modern Vietnamese science and technology with 
a structure suitable to the conditions of our country, includ 
ing both basie and apphed sciences and give special at 
tention to the science and technology of adaptation to 
tropical conditions In the years ahead, scientific and tech 
nological achvity must be directed towards the following 
main objectives 

Ensuring the needs of ogricultural development by 
creating good strains with high yields, short-term cultiva 
tion and high resistance to insects and pests, setting up 
programmes for water conservancy, for prevention of and 
combat against insects and pests, Jand unprovement, reduc 
tion of soil salinity and acidity, struggle against erosion, 
and mechanization of agriculture over large areas 

Serving the sea foods industry here we should carry 
out vestigations to get a cleat picture of the migrating 
halats of fish and shrimps m our country’s territorial waters 
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as well as the advanced techmaues of fishing, study the 
techmque of breeding fish, shrimp and other sea foods 

‘Meeting the needs of industrial construction with 
regard to the existing industrial establishments and those 
to be set up, we must rapidly master production techni 
ques, get well acquainted with the basic processes m 
mechanical engineermg, rapidly assimilate metallurgy 
techniques suited to the raw materials of our country, 
strive to buld hydroelectric power plants by ourselves , 
grasp the techniques of mineral ol and gas exploration 
and the techniques of ol refinery and petro-chemustry as 
soon as possible , find good solutions to technical problems 
an the processing and preservation of agricultural and 
aquatic products Endeavour to master scientific and tech 
nical problems ın capital construction, communications, 
transport, postal services, radio broadcasting and television. 

Technical management should become systematised. 
‘We should supply measurement and control mstruments, 
and carry out standardization measurement, control of 
technique and of product quality 

Adequate development of basic sctences mathematics, 
biology, chemistry, physics, study of apphed econometrics, 
science of organization and cybernetics, etc in our eco- 
nome guidance and management 

To attain the above targets, we should define the key 
probletns of the whole country as well as of each branch 
and each locality in detail A system of institutes for re- 
search, experimentation and designing including univer 
tities, adequately supphed with necessary instruments and 
machmes must be set up The norms of mproved technique 
must make their way into economic development program 
mes, scientific and technical information and dissemi 
nation must be promoted , strive to expand scientific and 
technical co-operation with the fraternal socialist countries 
and other countries 
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‘The foremost task of social science above all of phi 
losophy, pobtiesl economy, and scientifle socialism, Is to 
elucidate the major problems relating to the lne and 
policies of the Vietnamese revolution m the light of Marx 
asm Lemmsm and on the basis of the summing up of re 
volutionary experience already accumulated In the im 
mediate future we should concentrate on the following 
main questions the laws of socialism, the path of small 
scale production advancing to large scale socralist produc 
tion, proletarian dictatorship and the working peoples 
right to collective mastery , the three revolutions and the 
bulding of the new system, the new economy and the new 
type of man, socialist industrialtzation, the central task 
of the whole penod of transition in our country , economue 
organization and management and Party building in the 
sttuation of the Party leading the State power Step up the 
popularization and teaching of Manusm Leninism so that 
this doctrine prevails iu the spiritual lufe of society , strug 
gle against afl erroneous and hostile ideologies, against 
the vestiges of backward ideologies and cultures 

‘Expand and heighten the quality of research n many 
domains, mcluding history, archaeology, ethnology, in 
guisticas, literature and arts 


C TO TRANSFORM THE OLD RELATIONS OF 
PRODUCTION CONSOLIDATE AND PERFECT THE 
SOCIALIST RELATIONS OF PRODUCTION 

In the North, the consolidation and perfection of the 
new relations of production must be based on the follow 
ing main contents 

1 Boost soctahst indusirialwation in order to streng 
then the * material basis’ of the new relations of produc 
tion, to rapidly consohdate and broaden the State sector 
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of econamy, and further enhance sts leading role in the 
whole of the national economy Develop and improve the 
new system of management and disinbution m order to 
materialize the system of socialist collective mastery more 
fully to make production develop unceasingly 


2 Boost the movement for agricultural reorganiza 
ton along the line of socialist large sesle production Com 
bine the consolidation of the co-operatives with the build 
ing of the distnet mto an agroundustrial economic umt 
(an agneulture forestry industry umt m mountain 
regions) Developing the district and strengthenmg the 
district level as the key question at present, and this in 
particular should be carried out well and rapidly 


Strive to consobdate and develop the State owned 
farms With regard to the co-operatives, along with a 
rational enlargement we must base ourselves on the exist 
ng rules of the co-operatives and the practice of the co 
operative movement to further improve the management 
system Land and other collective property must be pro- 
tected and all acts of misuse and usurpation opposed 
labour must be managed according to norms and organized 
along the line of gradual specialization , production must 
be carried out according to the rules and technical pro 
cesses already determined , co-op members’ right to col 
Jective mastery must be ensured, while all despotic and 
arbitrary acts as well as the fragmentary and unorganized 
character of small production must be combated. The 
principle of socialist distribution must be observed , while 
graft, misuse of co-op property and laziness must be com 
bated, 

We must «elect and promote outstanding working peo- 
ple to managerial positions, give attention to their training 
and fostering in economies, science, techniques and mana 
genial work On the other hand, we must send engineers 
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techmcians and able cadres to reinforce the district and co- 
operative managerial apparatus 

3 Handicrafts and small scale industry co-operatives 
must be consolidated and strengthened in close combination 
with the development of production On the basis of deter 
mining the position of each branch and trade, we should 
rearrange and stabilize these cooperatives in all fields* 
onentation of production and sale of products, source of 
materials, and guidelines for technical advance Strengthen 
managerial work, amend irrational regulations in order to 
make handicraft and small mdustry develop favourably in 
keeping with the State plan, fulfil contracts, observe the 
regulations of the State regarding business management, 
and resolutely oppose such vestiges of former practices as 
Production of shoddy articles, pilfering of state property, 
collusion in illicit dealings 

4 With regard to the private economy still existing 
an a number of branches and trades, we should guide and 
make it develop along the right path, and should not let 
it encroach upon the collective and State economic sectors, 
and disturb prices and the socialist market. 

In the South; the transformation of the relations of 
production has only begun and remains a very arduous and 
complicated task. Along with the complete abolition of 
feudal land tenure and the vestiges of feudal exploitation, 
we must nationalize the industrial and commercial estabe 
lishments of the comprador capitalist class, of the traitors 
and of the bourgeons who have fied abroad, carry out social 
ist transformation of private capitalism, of agriculture, han 
cherafts, small scale industry and small-scale tradmg The 
poley of socialist transformation of these sectors is as 
follows to use, restrict and transform private capitalist 
industry and commerce chiefly through the jot State- 
Private: enterprises, to carry out co-operativization of 
agneulture along wath developing the districts and taking 
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agneulture to large scale socialist production , to transform 
handicrafts and small scale industry chiefly by means of 
co-operalivization and through other forms, to transform 
small scale trading chiefly by gradually shifting small 
traders to productive activities. The revolution an the 
relations of production must be combined with the scien 
tife technological revolution, and with the ideological 
and cultural revolution, and must be closely linked wath 
the process of reorganizing production and aareulation 1n 
the whole country im order to gradually put the South on 
the path to large scale sociahst production For some time 
and i certain fields of production, the economy 1n the South 
will still be composed of many sectors On the basis of 
developing the socialist economic sector as the nucleus of 
the national economy, we should turn all other capacity to 
Promote production to full account, meet the people's needs 
satisfactory, serve socialism well, restrict and eliminate 
negative manfestations of the capitalist sector and the 
spontaneous character of small scale individual production 

‘The State-run economy m the South comprises the 
most important enterprises in industry, agriculture, trade, 
transport, capital construction, banking and foreign trade 
The State economuc sector 1s an organic part of the mte- 
grated socialist Staterun economy of the whole country 
‘We must use all means available to make the centra] and 
local State run economy in the South grow rapidly and 
gam increasing supremacy m production, circulation and 
distribution. 

‘The private capitalist enterprises will soon be subjected. 
to socialist transformation through joint State-private en 
terprice or will be guided and managed ın production m 
keeping with the State plan. Along with the transformation 
of the relations of production, we should rearrange the 
productive forces within each branch ratzonally, strengthen 
managerial work, and provide supplementary machmes and 
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equipment to expand production immediately abolish 
capitahst trade by relying on the State-run trade, market 
ing cooperatives, and consumers’ co-operatives 

As for those private enterprises that are still allowed 
to carry out production under the management of the social 
ist State and the State-run economy, and have cut off ther 
relations with individual economy, their business in es 
sence, 18 no longer entirely private capitalist They have 
taken on a form of State capitalism, operating in the frame 
work of a planned socialist economy and serving the in 
terests of soctalism 

With regard to agriculture in the South, the best way 
to advance rapidly to large-scale socialist production as to 
closely combine transformation with construction to carry 
out co-operativization along with wrigation and mechaniza 
tion, to attach importance to the building of both the co- 
operatives and the State farms, to closely co-ordinate the 
building of co-operatives with the building of the districts 
anto agro industrial economic umts In the mmediate 
future, we must on the one hand undertake production 
Planning economic regionalization, consolidate the pea 
sants’ associations, develop the work exchange teams and 
the “solidarity teams”, and buld pilot co-operatives, and 
on the other hand, immediately strengthen the district tevel 
to enable 1t to lead the three revolutions in the countryside, 
strengthen the ties between the State and the peasants, and 
break off all relations between the Jatter and the specu 
ators, prepare necessary conditions to undertake large 
scale co-operativization of agriculture in a steady, rapid 
and neat way 

‘With regard to fisherres, along with the active develop- 
ment of the State run sector, we should set up direct links 
between the State and fishermen The Slate will help the 
fishermen escape al) exploitation by supplying them with 
credits, means of production and living while ensuring the 
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purchase of their products and taking them step by step 
to the path of large-scale sociahst produchon in keeping 
with the characteristics of fisheries 

With regard to handrerafts ond smal! scale mdustry and 
service branches necessary to society, we should rear 
range them according to branch and operate them under 
the management of the State Depending on the character 
asties of each branch and trade, we should apply suitable 
forms of organization and transformation organizing them 
into small scale industry and handicrafts co-operatives so 
that they may smprove their techniques and expand pro 
duction converting them into units to process of manu 
facture goods to order, and with materials supphed by 
State-run enterprises In the case of certain special enter 
prises, we should allow them to retain the form of private 
businesses, The socialist transformation of smal! scale in 
dustry and handicrafts must lead to increased production, 
observance and improvement of production techniques, 
more diversified production and better quality of products. 

We should shift the greater part of small scale trading 
to production activities to cereale more wealth for society 
With regard to those who are still allowed to carry on 
thelr business, the State must back up its management 
‘with appropriate policies and mesures 
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GIVING IMPETUS TO THE IDEOLOGICAL AND 
CULTURAL REVOLUTION, BUILDING AND 
DEVELOPING A NEW CULTURE 


Comrades, 

During the last period, the ideological and cultural 
work has recorded great achievements, making a worthy 
contribution to the revolutionary cause in the whole coun 
try Our nation's great victory in the patriotic war of 
resistance agamst US aggression is not only the victory of 
a correct political or military Ime, but also the victory 
of the Party policy on culture ; 

Its the victory of Maraism Leninism and the deas of 
socialism that have permeated the masses more and more 
deeply , victory of the will for independence and freedom, 
of the traditional patriotism that has been developed more 
vigorously than m any other period of our nation’s history , 
1t 1s the victory of Vietnamese dignity, of the noble values 
of the Vietnamese 

In the North, the sense of collective mastery has begun 
to find itz reflection in social life, the new type of man 
as being gradually moulded, The achievements in develop- 
ing national education are very sigmficant Activities 
in the fields of culture, information, Literature, art, publie 
health, physical culture, sports, and mother and child cere 
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all have a record we may be proud of Our people's cultural 
and moral fe has undergone great and deep changes How 
ever, there still remain many major questions to be solved 
many weaknesses and shoricomungs to be remedied. 

In the South, colonialism, neo-colomalism, and thirty 
years of war have left serious consequences in the culturel 
and ideological fields The US puppets tned many wicked 
schemes to create an enslaving, depraved, mongrel, and 
extremely reactionary ‘culture’, and push a considerable 
number of young eity-dwellers to Indulge m “fast ving”, 
a pleasure seeking, egostic, depraved, and parasitic life, 
and to destroy our peoples national cultural values and 
healthy way of life Our fellow countrymen ın the South 
have perseveringly opposed this neo-colomaltst “culture”, 
manstained and strongly developed our nation’s traditions 
of patriotism, love for the people, staunchness and indomt 
tabihty, preseryed and enhanced the national and demo 
cratic features of our culture, even in the areas subject to 
the enemy s prolonged occupation Since hberation under 
the Party leadership, our people have eagerly risen up 
and taken many actions to elimanate the consequences of 
the neo-colonsalist “‘culture’ However, the struggle to 
completely remove its vestiges and bad effects still con 
stitutes a hard fask. 

The new stage of revolution calls for stepping up the 
ideological and cultural revolution sull more vigorously 
‘The central task of this revolution as to mould people of 
a new type and to build a new culture, to disseminate and 
teach Marxism Lemmusm and the Party line and policies, 
to make Marxism Lenmism prevail absolutely in our entire 
people's political and moral hfe, to make the Party line 
and policies deeply permeate cadres Party members and 
the masses, to struggle against the reactionary ideology 
and culture of imperialism, colonialism, of the exploiting 
classes m general. In the immediate future, we should 
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deeply and widely publicize the resolutions of the Fourth 
‘National Party Congress, thereby surring a strong revolu 
tionary movement of emulation to fulfil the 1976 1980 
Five Year Plan, to carry out a nation wide educational 
reform , to step up the development of science, literature 
and art to a new high , to teach the ideas of socialism and 
the sense of collective mastery, to oppose bourgeois ideo 
logy and the vestiges of feudal ideology, to criticize petty 
bourgeois ideology, to eradicate the mfluence of the neo 
colonialist ideology and ‘ culture’ an the South. 

‘The Party must ensure leadership over all cultural 
work so that the Party lime may be implemented through 
its mode of leadership, m conformity with the charac 
teristics of each cultural branch, ın order to fully develop 
its creative potential in cultural activates Cultural work 
must am at serving the workmg people’s mterests, the 
country and socialist construction , adopt with selection, 
enticism, and creativeness the spiritual and cultural values 
of the nation as well as of the civilization of mankind, 
combine construction with transformation widely exer 
cise eniticsm and self-eritiesm. 

Below we shall speak about a number of concrete tasks 
of the cultural and educational branches 

Over the past 16 years, in the North, although the eco- 
nomic conditions were stilt poor and the whole country 
was still m a state of war, a socialist education has taken 
shape and hes been developing vigorously The great 
achievements ın the educational field have considerably 
contributed to the construction of socialism and the defeat- 
ing of the US aggressors This education has tumed out 
generations of young people unbued with love for their 
country and socialism, brave and intelligent m labour and 
fighting It bas also traned a large contingent of intel 
lectual workers Thanks to their educations) level, the 
working people have begun to bring mto play them ability 


for collective mastery m production, n economie and 
social management Thanks to their educational level, the 
armed forces have rapidly grasped military science and 
techniques and made great progress in regularization and 
modernization In the emulation movement for “good 
study and good teaching” imtisted m 1961 by President 
Ho Chi Minh, many typical advanced schools, teachers and 
students have emerged and a great deal of precious ex 
perience have been gathered ın the educational field. 

In the newly berated areas, in one year and more 
the peoples power has by and large wiped out the reac 
tionary US puppet education and established a new educa 
tional system, from general to higher education level, with 
amtial elements of socialist character The movement to 
eradicate ilhteracy and to expand complementary educa 
tion as gaming momentum The majority of children of 
working people, who have long been kept in Ignorance, 
can now go to school The pohtical and professional 
reeducation and fostering of teachers of the former regime 
has begun to yield good results, the traming of new 
teachers 1s being stepped up 

At present, ın order to serve the building of the system. 
of socialist collective mastery, large-scale socialist produc 
ton, the new culture, and new socialist people efficiently, 
at as more imperative than ever, that we push forward 
education work. A task of particular importance 1 to 
carry out nation wide educational reform so as to ink the 
national education system more closely with the socishst 
revolutionary cause 

‘The object of the educational reform 15 to tran new 
qualified workers with a somalist mond, socialist virtues, 
a general education, necessary technological knowledge 
and professional stall, an aesthetic mind and good health , 
and on this basis to tram and foster technical workers, 
managers, scientific workers, technicians, professionals on 
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an ever larger scale, m a balanced and homogeneous way 
for each branch and for each level, thercby meeting the 
country's needs for econome and cultural development 

‘The educational reform must help our education sys 
tem grasp still more firmly the princsple that study should 
go along with practice, education with productive labour 
and schools should be Imked to society We should rawe 
the quahty of the content of education ın all respects 
modernization of the curricula for science and technology, 
broadenmg of economic managerial knowledge, stepped 
up teaching of Marxism Leninism, the Party hne and 
Pobeies, and revolutionary morality , we should foster pro- 
ductive Jabour skill and scientific and techmeal research 
capabılıty , give due attention to the education of aesthe 
tics, physical. culture and multary trang In order to 
start and ensure the implementation of the educational 
teform we should find a satisfactory solution to the ques 
tion relating to the reform of the pedagogical system, the 
approach to the traning, fostenng and rational use of 
teachers, educational managers, the writing of text books 
the construction of schools, the amprovement of manage- 
ment from the mumstry down to school level, ete 

‘The educational reform must perfect the integrated 
national system, comprising various kmds of schools and 
various forms of study rationally related to one another 
and creating proper opportunities for everybody to study 

General education constitutes the cultural basis of a 
country and the future strength of a nation It lays the 
prelumnary groundwork, very important for the all sided 
development of the socialist Vietnamese We should eradi 
cate illiteracy in newly liberated regions and in mountain 
and ethnic munonty areas rapidly, ensure that all young 
sters and children receive basic general educahon, gradu 
ally reach secondary general education, and have equal 
‘opportunities for their studies and for the development of 


their talents Establish schools which combine study and 
production Promote spatetime education for workers, 
draw up switable curricula and study syllabuses for each 
category of students, combine the teaching of general cul 
ture with that of technical and managerial knowledge We 
should lay particular stress on the spare time education of 
southern cadres and youths who have gone through revolu 
tionary struggle, of cadres and youths of bighlands and 
ethnie minority areas, considering ıt an important method 
to train staunch revolutionary workers 

To develop the retwork ot infant schools ın a planned 
way, to gradually receive all children of infant school age 
and endeavour to raise the quality of infant education to 
Prepare children for general education schools well 

‘The system of higher and secondary vocational educa 
tion has the task of training and fostering the contingents 
of socialist mtellectuals, scientific workers, technicians, 
professionals, and manager ın keeping with the planning 
for the economic and cultural development of the country, 
an order to endow them with politcal qualities and pro- 
fessional ability and to enable them to solve scientific, 
technical, economic management, and State management 
questons ansing from the realities of our country 

We should reorganize, gradually expand, and perfect 
the system of universities, higher and secondary vocational 
schools all over the country Teke steps to build up a sys 
tem of on the-job training and fostering with varied forms 
of study so that the working people may study all ther 
Lfe improve their professional ability and broaden their 
knowledge Cleverly integrate teaching and study with 
productive labour, with scientific and technological re- 
search and experimentation 

Vocational schools have the task of traming and foster 
ing a great cantingent of technical workers and labour 
hands suited to each branch, endowed with good political 
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quates, high professional skill and good health We 
should ensure the large-scale development of vocational 
schools, at the centre and locally, work out a long term 
plan for the tramıng of workers soon, take steps to raise 
the quality of the training, end expend the training and 
fostering of vocational teachers, step up the building of 
the necessary materal and technical basis for vocational 
schools, and make a rational use of the existing equipment 
of production bases in the training of workers 

In order to fulfil these tasks, the general, higher, and 
vocational education branches must continue to strengthen 
the emulation movement for “good teaching and good 
study” following the examples set by typical vanguard 
schools, teachers and students Each branch must strive 
to have typical vanguard schools, teachers and students in 
‘ever greater number, rouse and organize teachers, students, 
and service staff to be the conscious collechye mastera of 
‘the educational work in their respective unit, and create 
conditions for the mass organizations in each unit to really 
participate m school management, 

Press, news agency, publishing, mformation service, 
radio, telersnon, enema photography activity plays a most 
important role on the cultural and ideologica? front 

Abiding by the Party's hne and polines and keeping 
1n close touch with the realities of the revolutionary strug 
gle, the aforesaid branches must ın time shed light on the 
Party's viewpoints regarding important events in the poli 
tical, econome, and cultural fe at home and abroad , con 
tribute to raising the socialist consciousness and the masses’ 
ardour, opportunely and correctly guide public opinion. 
‘The mass media must be sensitive and cater as far as pos- 
mble the people with mtellectual food m all fields, thus 
contributing to enrichmg the people's cultural life 

We should further enlarge and heighten the content 
and method of expression of the press, radio, moving pic 
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tures and publications Make the public opinion organs 
correctly and vividly reflect the realities of hife in various 
fields Reinforce the newspapers, news agencies, radios m 
formation services, publishing houses with cadres of good 
political standard and high professional skill. Equip them 
‘with necessary means, supply them with required mate- 
nals, and provide more and more radios and television sets 
to the people 

Over the past few decades, we have butlt up most 
‘aspects of a socialist hterature and art with various bran 
ches literature, theatricals, cmema, fine arts music, dance, 
circus, architecture bearing a rather marked national 
character, and exerting quile a deep influence on our peo- 
ples morat and sentimental hfe With its achievements 
an reflecting our nation’s two great resistance wars, our 
Jterature and art 1 worthy to stand n the van of the 
anti imperiahst cultures and arts of our time 

The revolution ın the whole country 1s posing new 
questions and Ife is making new demands on hterature 
and art. Our socialist {iterature and art should endeavour 
to create beautsful and vaned artistic imagery embodying 
our new society and man, the working class, collective 
peasantry, socialist intellectuals, and officers and men of 
the people's army, who reftect our people’s revolutionary 
patriotism and other noble qualities It must firmly assert 
the new system, the new way of life the new morality 
and develop the fine natronal traditions and revolutionary 
traditions of our people It must strive to achieve artistic 
works of stature and with a high degree of generalization 
about the explotts and marvellous feats of the Vietnamese 
People, the victors of the French end US impenalists, to 
bring out m full reef the extraordmary strength of 
patriotism and socialism, so as to stimulate and encourage 
the construction and defence of the motherland, setting 
a lastng example for future generations. Special attention 
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should be paid to the description of outstanding collectrves 
or individuals of the working people in the advance to 
large scale socialist production and the socialist emulation 
fighters against poverty and backwardness for the pros 
perity of the motherland and for the happiness of the peo 
ple A worthy part should be devoted to loyal, resourceful 
and extremely brave mothers and women, and to our 
fellow-countrymen of the ethnic minorities who side body 
ang soul wath the enuire nation to fight the enemy and 
build a new lfe Utmost importance should be attached 
to the children, the future of the nation, and to the young 
people, the vanguard force ın the present national con 
struction and defence 

Independence, freedom socialism, and communism are 
the noblest seals and the deepest aspirations of our peo 
ple The whole country advancing to socialism with exalt 
ing fervour as the great reality unfolding before us It 15 
the glorious task of sociahst art and literature and the 
noble responsibihty of socialist artists and writers to reflect 
the struggle for the complete triumph of socialism, Our 
art and literature not only praises the new type of man 
and the fine deeds m society, but also sternly and sys 
tematically criticize negative actions in life the vestiges of 
the old society, the bad effects of colomalist and neo- 
colonialist sculture” and art. We should adopt revolu 
tionary stand and use socialist realism to expose the origin 
‘of the evils, to pomt out the way to eradicate them s0 as 
to reach the final aim of affirmung the good end fostering 
absolute confidence m socialism. 

‘We should make efforts to develop the popular culture 
and art movement and make it the basis of the new cul 
ture and art, Professional cultural workers and artists are 
greatly responsible for this movement and have to actively 
contribute ta rasmg the creative ability and the appre- 
ciation of art by the working people, to raising the quality 
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and the forms of cultural activity by the masses. Party 
committees and State bodies at all levels, the trade umons, 
youth and women’s orgamzations must look after the cul 
tural and artistic activities of the masses, regarding it as 
‘one of their mayor tasks The State should work out policies 
and take measures to create favourable conditions for 
everybody to participate in cultural and artistic activities, 
and to ensure that everybody, from the towns to the coun 
tryside from densely populated regions to remote and 
Isolated localities, may respond more and more fully to his 
need of cultural and artistic appreciation and activity 

For hterature and art to meet the new requirements 
of the revolution, the contingent of artists and writers must 
be fostered in Marxist Leninist world outlook and the line 
and policies of the Party and the State , they must associate 
themselves with the working people and the realities of 
the revolution Their ranks should be broadened and 
always open to young people Artists and writers in newly 
liberated areas should be helped to make continuous 1deo 
logea! and political progress, to be closely attached to 
the revolution, and to put their talent to the service of the 
motherland and the people 

Our Party encourages artists und writers to do research 
and discover the new, at the same time it requests them 
ta be fully conscious of their lofty mission, to affirm ther 
socialist stand an artistic creation as well as in the struggle 
to defend the revolutionary line against all bourgeois and 
opportunist tendencies and the bad fluences of modern 
1sm in art and Literature, to oppose formalism, schematism 
and naturalism, and to bring z worthy contribution to the 
common victory of the socialist revolution in our country 
In order to ensure a fine and steady development of lite- 


Tature and art, 1t 15 necessary to strengthen art and literary 
enticism and study 
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The preservation of historical reiscs end museum work 
are very effective m educating the masses, particularly 
the young generation, about patriotism and other pure 
sentiments We should strengthen the existing museums 
and gradually bald new ones at central and provincial 
levels, build statues, monuments and memonal houses or 
tradstions’ houses m various localities and grassroots units , 
and preserve historical relics well. 

‘To broaden the knowledge and raise the political con 
sciousness of the people to efficiently serve the scientific 
and technological revolution and the ideological and cul 
tural revolution, we must develop the system of libraries 
from the centre, provinces, cities, down to districts and the 
grassroots Reading should become a habit and everybody 
under ous new system should be made to consider read 
ang an indispensable necessity 

Motivation should be widely and consistently carried 
out to create a new civilized way of hfe in sonety , the 
beautiful should be brought into duly Ife and productive 
labour Plans sitould be worked out for the construction 
of parks, palaces of culture, and children's palaces in cities, 
towns, and townships Attention should be paid to the con 
struction of clubs and cultural houses in residential quar 
ters, factories, cooperatives and schools Utmost care should 
be given to the organization of a good culturat life m the 
new economic regions, State farms, timber and construc 
tion yards, ethnie minority regions mountam areas, and 
offshore islands Besides the large cultural centres and 
buildings designed as national edifices, each region, pro- 
vince, city, district, village and hamlet should buld 
medium size and small cultural centres bearing ats specific 
local features which evidence the richness of our national 
culture This direction 1s importent for the gradual elun: 
nation of the difference between town and countryside, 
between the plams and mountam areas 
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To preserve and unprove the people's health is a very 
amportant question related to the building and defence of 
socialism, and to the peoples happiness This 3s a matter 
of primary concern to our regime, a noble responsibility 
of our Party and ovr State, and first of all of the public 
health and physical culture and sports services 

We must do our best to improve the peoples health 
and increase their physical strength fitting everybody for 
the living, working, and studying conditions of the new 
stage, and to the requirements of socialist mdustnalization 
and the consolidation of national defence to defend the 
country At the same time, we must do away with the 
social after-effects of war, colonialism, and neo-colonzelism 

To this end, the public health service must be firmly 
based on prophylaxis and, together with the physical cul 
ture and sport branch, launch a movement of hygene and 
gymnastics throughout the country, considering this an 
indispensable part of the movement to build up a new way 
of hfe In prophylactic work we must clean up the en 
vironment and find radical solutions to the questions of 
treating excrement, water and garbage, we must get nd 
of disease carriers, strictly apply food hygiene and school 
hygiene, organize vaccination well, anà prevent and wipe 
out epidemies in time Eradicate somal diseases, above alt 
malaria tuberculosis and venereal diseases We must take 
active measures to prevent environmental pollution in the 
Process of industrial development Strictly enforce the 
Tules of labour hygiene, take steps to prevent and cure 
occupational diseases efficaciously Endeavour to deat with 
the after-effects of war wounds satisfactonly and to restore 
working capacity to the wounded rapidly 

Medical examination and treatment must be bettered, 
diseases promptly detected and actively and thoroughly 
treated, the exammation and treatment of outpatients 
expanded, efforts made to extend the medical service 10 
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each production team, each famly, and each citizen The 
people's health and diseases must be properly taken charge 
of so as to reduce sickness, disablement and death to a 
minimum and to prolong ther working age and hfe span 
Special importance must be attached to the health of 
children, mothers, ethnie minorities and the aged. 


We should make full use of the favourable natural 
conditions of our country and the results of the gradual 
development of economy and culture to properly orgamze 
rest, recreation and health build up for the working people 
The people should be persuaded to give up bad habits 
harmful to their health ang to develop a hygienic and 
healthy way of ufe 

In order to raise unceasingly the capacity and quality 
of the prevention and treatment of diseases, we must com 
bine modern medicine and the nation's traditional medi 
cme, apply and improve on the advanced achievements of 
the world’s medicine, while attaching due importance to 
the development of national medicine, actively learn from, 
apply and improve on the achievements and experience of 
national medicme, and gradually build up Vietnamese me 
ducal sence Expand the abundant natural medicinal re 
sources in the country in a planned way, build up Viet 
namese pharmacy, develop the pharmaceutical industry 
rapidly and promote the production of medical equipment 

In the development of the medical service, we must 
strengthen and perfect the people's medical network at 
all levels, especially the grassroots and the district levels, 
40 as to make these two levels become an organic structure 
ensurmg the basie satisfaction of the medical needs of our 
entire people 

Continue strengthenmg and expanding the medical 
and pharmaceutical research bases step up the training 
and fostermg of medical and pharmaceutical workers so 
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as to have an homogeneous and suttable contingent of 
cadres who are highly skilled smbued with the teaching 
of President Ho Chi Minh that “a physician must be hike 
a kind mother’, professionally and techmecally qualified, 
and capable of motivating the masses to participate in the 
protection and improvement of public health 

A nation wide mass movement of physical culture and 
sports should be promoted, first and foremost at grass 
Toots level to serve production, work, study and national 
defence effectively, thus contnbuting to the moulding of 
the new type of man and the establishment of a new way 
of Lfe The traimng and fostering of guides, instructors, 
sports enthusiasts and managers should be expanded, 
research im the science of physical culture and sports 
stepped up, the material and technical bases for physical 
culture and sports rationally used and properly maintan 
ed, and new bases constructed so as to ensure a strong, 
steady, and continuous advance of physiesl culture and 
sports ın our country 


Mother and child care is very important for the 
moulding of people of a new type, the preservation and 
development of the race, the prachsing of equality between 
men and women, and the protection and promotion of 
woman labour It is also a big social problem closely 
Felated to the country's economic and cultural develop- 
ment We should continue to push forward the campaign 
for family planning to achieve a reasonable rate of popu 
lation growth, endeavour to prevent and treat gynaeco- 
Togical and occupational diseases among woman workers 
‘The bringing up and education of children must be well 
organized, adequate nurseries and kindergarlens set up 
everywhere, service means and toys made and supphed 
fo them in sufficient quantities The nurses should be care 
fully chosen, well trained, their love for ctaldren fostered 
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constantly, and they should be treated as they deserve by 
the State and the people 

The orgamzation of thoughtful care for and assistance 
to the war wounded, war martyrs’ Jambes, and familhes 
that have done good service to the revolution 19 a great 
task of the State, the Front, mass organzzations, all 
branches, all Jevels, and the people as a whole Our people 
have always behaved considerately towards those sons who 
have sacrificed thar ves for the motherland’s inde- 
pendence and freedom, for the people's happiness We 
should care attentively for the treatment of the soldiers’ 
illnesses and wounds, and the unprovement of their health, 
supply them with all necessary means and specialized mds, 
organize their vocational education well and allot them 
suitable yobs We should look after the matenal and moral 
hfe of the war wounded and the war martyrs’ families 1n 
a devoted manner, all the policies and regulations regard 
mg the war wounded and the war martyrs’ families must 
be fully implemented Those persons and familes that have 
done good service to the revolution should be duly com 
mended and rewarded, and solicitously helped with their 
needs 

Orphans, helpless aged people, needy mvahds and 
other exctuma of the war of aggression and neo-colonialism 
should receive adequate attention, and be ensured a settled, 
healthy and happy hfe 

We must rely on the entire people's forces, stir up 
a broad mass movement, and at the same tune improve the 
organizing role of the State to fulfil these heavy social 
tasks successfully

Comrades, 


With the trumph of the August Revolution, a new 
type of State in the history of our nation was set up, the 
first State of the working people based on the worker 
Peasant allsance and led by a Marxist Lenimist Party Now 
‘with the complete victory of the patnotic war of resistance 
against US aggression, the working people of our country 
have become masters of the entire territory and have a 
State of the whole country through which to exercise their 
right to collective mastery 

The revolutionary task of the new stage calls for our 
Party and people's special attention to the rapid building 
and strengthening of the State machinery at all levels an 
the South, continued perfection of the State machinery 
at all levels ın the North, and consolidation of the State 
of the whole country 


The socialist State 1s the State of the proletarian due 
tatorshıp, a body which ensures the nght to collective 
mastery of the working class and the working people, a 
body through which the Party exercises its leadership over 
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the process of social development Our working class and 
working people must be reorganized ın a concentrated 
way mto a State led by the Party, if they are to carry 
out their activities m a conscious, orgamzed, disciplined, 
and planned manner throughout the country, transform 
the old society, successfully build a new one, and win 
complete and thorough victory for socialisma in the struggle 
amed at solving the question “which will win” between 
soalism and capitalism é 

In order to ensure the right to collective mastery by 
the working people our State must be an institution of 
the people, by the people and for the people, capable of 
carrymg out the three revolutions, bulding the new 
system, the new economy, the new culture, and the new 
type of man, strong enough to defend the interests of the 
collective and the individuals, to ensure political security 
and social order, and to firmly defend the socialist mother 
Jand and the gains of the revolution 

To consolidate and perfect the State means to mncrease 
the efficiency of the administrative apparatus and the 
organization of economic and cultural management How 
ever, since economie activities lay the groundwork for 
other social activities and constitute a relatively new and 
difficult task for our State, special attention must be given 
Aret of all to snereasing the efficiency of the State mn the 
orgamzation of economic management 

The most outstanding characteristic of the economie 
Management an our country 3s thet we are managing an 
economy that 1s advancing from small scale production to 
large-scale socialist production. Economie management has 
to push forward and create favourable conditions for the 
rapid development of this process, and to create a struc 
ture of Large-scale socialist production in our country as 
toon as possible For this purpose we must first of all 
realize and solve correctly the questions determined by 
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laws of development which arise m the process of advan 
cing from small scale production to large-scale socialist 
production and embody these laws in suitable policies, or 
ganmzations, systems, and regulations, at the same time 
we must sir up a seething and continuous revolu 
tionary movement of the broad masses Every link of 
management must reflect the three revolutions and 
the system of collective mastery mastery of the 
whole country, of each branch, of each level, on the 
basis of the targets and orientation of the integrated plan 
for the national economy We must ereate an effective 
mstitution capable of rapidly detecting and popularimng 
the positive and progressive elements, and discovering and 
elumimating the negative end backward elements in time, 
thus carrying out the indispensable selection m any process 
of development, so that every economie action will result 
am the constant increase of productivity, quality, and 
efficiency 

In the present situation, the continued building and 
perfection of economic management must be focussed on 
‘the most important problems reorganization of social 
Production on a nation wide scale, amprovement of the 
system of planing and strengthening of the apparatus 
of economic management 

We must base ourselves on the principle of con 
centration, specialization, co-operation, and association to 
reorganize all branches of production andustry, agricul 
ture, communications and transport, construction m the 
whole country in the direction of large-scale socialist pro- 
duction, m order to elmmunate the fragmented and depart 
mentalized state, to create rational economic technical 
branches for the whole country, for all economic regions 
and local econamae structures The reorganization of social 
Production 1s actually amed at bringing mto full play all 
Jabour, land, sea, forest, machmery, equipment and 
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materal potential, and ensuring a rapid development of 
production with the highest possible output and quality and 
the lowest cost. Along with the reorganization of the 
branches of production, we must also reorganize the cireu 
lation and distribution branches to serve production and 
the people’s lfe throughout the country better 

In our system, all economie activities are planned 
‘That ıs why planning the national economy constitutes an 
extremely important task of economic management The 
State plan is the main instrument for economie manage- 
ment, and the strong motive force that steps up the devel 
opment of the national economy It concretizes the Party 
line for economic development , 1t s the comprehensive 
application of the objective laws of the economy, science 
and technology aimed at developing the economy and cul 
ture, meeting the people s daily needs, building and devel 
oping the material and technical basis of soclaham and 
onsunng an ever increasing rate of enlarged reproduction 

Planning work must be improved an the following 
direction improvement of State integrated planmng on 
the basis of increasing the responsibility and promoting 
the creativeness of various branches, localities, and pro- 
duction units, the joint State plan 1s the synthesis of the 
plans made by various branches, localties and production 
units. In drawing up their plans, they must combine the 
common tasks and therr respective specific conditions and 
capacity , attach umportance to labour productivity, quality, 
and economuc efficiency , give due attention to both produe 
ton cireulation and distribution , stress use value, take pro 
duction capacity and the people's daily requirements for 
building the new matenal and technical basis of sociahsm 
as the main basis on which to work out economic plans 
and programmes , attach umportance to the law of value 
and the cost accounting system and making the latter 
Teally become an effective instrument of management, 


make full use of the market and the econorme levers 
prices, credit, wages to complement the plans and ensure 
thew fulfilment, determine the correct relationship be 
tween planning and gmding the fulfilment of plans at 
various levels 

The economic management epparatus must be built m 
conformty with the process of concentration, specialization, 
cooperation, and association of production and amed at 
accelerating this process. It must also be based on the prin 
ciple of combining branch management with local manage 
ment and territorial management and must ensure the for 
mation of economic technical branches, associated economie 
organizations, economic regions and local economie struc 
tures In order to speed up the process of reproduction and 
create favourable conditions for the guidance of produc- 
ton, we must make the relations in production and those 
between production and consumption evolve by the short 
est and the most rational ways. It 1s necessary to follow the 
principle that questions be decided where they may find 
the best solution, and apply unsformly the system of one- 
man management at all levels of management. The appa 
ratus for agricultural management must ensure all round 
development of agricultural production along with special 
azed and intensive farmung on the basis of planning, zoning, 
and applying the new achievements of science and techno- 
logy to agriculture, thereby taking at to large scale socialist 
production 

‘We must base ourselves on the above-mentioned pnn 
ciples to strengthen the management apparatus im order to 
define the organizational structure, concrete tasks and 
powers of each part, each person, to establish the reason 
able relationships inside the apparatus, and to make it 
proficient and highly effective With regard to the existing 
apparatus, we should an general mamtain rational parts 
and elements, and boldly change what is not appropriate 
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We shall, when necessary, increase the number of ministries 
responsible for economic technica] branches, in step with 
the development of production and the mcreasing special 
wation of the economy We should fully mplement the 
regulations on the organization of the Stale machinery and 
a number of decisions on the working procedures of the 
Counen of Government, end watch the implementation 
an order to make necessary changes and readjustment. 

Furst of all, with a view to raising the efficiency of the 
State economic management apparatus, we must continue 
to clanfy the following questions 

First, through concrete regulations to further clarify 
the functions and tasks of ministries m charge of economic 
technical branches, including the responsibities and 
powers of the ministers who, as heads of whole branches 
‘throughout the country, are responsible ın all respects for 
the branches under them to the National Assembly, the 
Government Council, the entire people, and the Party, 
to further clarify the relationship between the mmustry 1n 
charge of a branch and the Government Counc, the plan 
nung commussion, and the general ministries 

Second, to grasp and to apply the principle of com 
buming branch management with jocal and territorial 
management better We should make a study of the ques 
ton of building economic-technical branches, boldly or 
ganue those specialized branches wherever the conditions 
of concentration, specislization and association are Tipe, 
as a matter of urgency, we should carry out the task of 
economic zoning define the levels of economic management 
of the centre and grassoots, and concretely define the res 
Ponsibility for management of various mimistnes, general 
departments, and different levels of local admunistration 

Third, to actively build the distnct level and porhon 
out the responsibility to the districts, provinces, and cities, 
‘The administration of a province or a city 1 a local power 
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responsible to the population of the province or the city, 
at the same time 1t 1s a level of the State central power 
responsible to the central authority The province or the 
city 1s responsible for ensurmg the material and cultural 
life of the local population, including the workers and 
employees of centrally run factories and offices locally 

based. This responsibility 1s also shouldered by the central 
level because the central level 13 responsible for the peo 

ple’s Lfe in the whole country, that 1s in all localities 
‘Therefore, when entrusting to the province or the city the 
responsibilty of directly Jooking after the hfe of the local 
populaton, the central authority must have a plan to invest 
the province of the city with necessary powers and means 
to fulfil its tasks At the same time, the province or the city, 
as representative of the provincial or municipal population, 
must bring all its capacity into play manpower, land, 
forest and sea ın order to organize the production, circu 

lation, and distnbution of goods well, together with the 
distnet level, and accomplish the aforesaid responsibility 
towards the population of the province of the city 


‘The district level plays a very important role m talang 
agriculture to large-scale socialist production It is the level 
at which the reorganization of production takes place 

‘the reorgamzation and redistribution of Jabour, combinmg 
industry with agriculture, production with circulation, the 
entire people's economy with the collective economy, the 
workers with the peasants and the State with the people 
It as the stronghold of the three revolutions, of the new 
system, the new economy, the new culture, and the new 
type of man in the countryside It is the place where the 
local population's right to collective mastery 15 exercised, 
the level ensuring the people's materal and cultural hfe 
All the relations between the State and the peasants 1n 
the fields of production, curculation and distribution are 
performed through the distnct ievel Therefore, the buld 
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ing of the district level into a level for the planning of 
agriculture, handicrafts, small mdustry, and a level for the 
management of production and circulation 1s a pressing 
demand at present. We must at the seme time define the 
commune levels responsibihty for and right to admunis 
trative control 


Fourth, the good organization and management of 
grassroots units 1s a decisive lnk with regard to the elf 
ciency of the economic management ag a whole Over the 
past years, we have gained some expenence and draw 
necessary conclusions regarding the organization and man 
agement of grassroots units taking the plan as the main mm 
strument, we have enlarged the powers of the grassroots 
to have mitative 19 production and business, and we have 
fully applied the cost accounting system, and combined 
the three measures political and ideological education, 
material incentive, and enhancement of discipline and res- 
ponsibibty On the basis of these conclusions, we must 
strive to make the management of grassroots units a re- 
gular practice in order to ensure their rapid growth. The 
following are the tasks at hand determine the orientation 
of production, strengthen the management apparatus, 
work out good economuc technical plans, organize labour 
rationally, supply materials for production in time, 
strengthen the management of production, labour, finances 
and materials, apply cost accounting , ensure the quality of 
products , improve the relations among the grassroots units 
themselves and with higher levels, readjust and amend 
the systems and regulations as required. This work calls 
for strenuous and harmonious efforts from all branches, all 
Tevels, and the grassroota units themselves. In the South, 
wath regard to the State-owned grassroots umts and the 
joint State-private establshments, when developing the 
new principles of organization and management, we should 
elminate the negative and reactionary elements m the 
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former organization of production and management while 
retaining the positive and rational elements We must acce 
Jerate production association, go in for the organization of 
companies, associated enterprises, complexes, or use the 
transitional form of production groups 


In agriculture, we have also accumulated a great deal 
of experience concerning the management of cooperatives 
‘We must base ourselves on these experiences to actively 
improve the management of cooperatives along with the 
strengthening of the district level and the building of 
districts into agricultural industrial or agricultural foresti 
al industnal economic units on the basis of the program 
mes and plans of the whole country and each province 

Fifth, the strengthenmg of organization and the m 
provement of circulation and distribution constitute a very 
Important link to ensure the correct relationship between 
industry and agriculture, between the mterests of the State 
and those of the collective with individual interests, be 
tween accumulation and consumption, and to ensure the 
circulation between the countryside and the cities and 
among different areas of the country In the process of eco 
nomic transformation and development from small scale 
Production to large scale socialist production, it 1s neces 
sary to co-ordinate closely the strengthening of organization 
and improvement of circulation and distnbution m all 
Inks trade, prices, wages, currency, credit, finance 1m 
order to benefit the division of labour, the development of 
productive forces, the transformation of relations of pro 
duction and the people's living conditions, 

To umprove economic management, we must do good 
economic information work, umprove the discipline on 
making reports and statistics, organize a good network of 
information from lower levels to the top and vice-versa, and 
ensure that the managing levels grasp new developments 


m 


mm production and Lfe m time so as to take stable and 
rapid measures 

A very important question arising now is to strictly 
apply the system of mdwıdual responsibility We must 
closely link responsibility to interests, discipline of the or 
gamzaton to the voluntarmess of each person so as to 
have an effective mechanism bmding on everybody to 
accomplish hus task and encouraging everybody to work 
more and better Responsibility must be clearly defined, 
when we allot some task or work to someone, we must early 
set concrete standards and norms so that everybody knows 
what he has to do both in quantity end m quabty to 
accomplish bis duty The qualifications of a worker must 
be up to his job, they must be checked before he ıs allotted 
a Job, sf they are below the mark, he must be helped to 
Improve them A workers mterests Imply both rewards 
and penalties Rewards and penalties must be fair and just 

‘Along with improving the efficiency of the State an 
organuzing and managing the economy, we should raise Its 
efficiency m the fields of cultural organization and manage 
ment to provide more and more adequately for the people's 
needs in the fields of culture, education, pubbe health, etc, 
ensure their collective mastery in the cultural field, and to 
push forward the socialist ideological and cultural re- 
volution. 

As an instrument for the construction and the defence 
of socialism, our State must always attach importance to 
consolidating nationa! defence, political secunty, and social 
order, ensurmg that our country be always ready and 
strong enough to smash any attacks by warmongers and 
aggressors and any opposition by counter revolutionaries 

In order to defend the cause of socialist revolution, to 
safeguard the independence, sovereignty, territorial mte- 
gnty, air space, territorial waters, borders, and off-shore 
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aslands of the motherland in the new stage of the revolu 
tion, we must actively build the nat:onal defence of the 
entire people into a sold one The strength of our national 
defence is the strength of the Party political and mubtary 
Dne, the combined alt round strength of the socialist regime 
‘The tasks of building and consolidating national defence 
1s meumbent on the entire people the entire army, and the 
proletarian dictatorship under the Party leadersmp We 
must build mighty people's armed forces with strong stand 
ing forces and large, well trained reserve forces, with the 
modern regular people's army composed of necessary ser 
vices and arms, with powerful main forces, local forces, 
militia and self-defence corps As long as imperialism exists, 
we must pay adequate attention to modernizing our 
national defence forces and strengthening the national 
eapabihties of our country In a poor country that 
has just come out of an atrocious and prolonged war like 
ours, besides the duty of being prepared to defend the 
motherland, the armed forces have to fulfil the task of eco- 
nomic construction and contribute to the building of the 
material and technica? basis of socialism Only on the basis 
of the stepped up economuc construction and socialist an 
dustrialızatıion of the country can we develop the national 
defence industry, build regular and really modern armed 
forces, and organize the defence of our country in a com. 
Prehensive way It 1s in this spint that we must put the 
system of military service by the youths and the system of 
economic construction duty by the armymen into effect 

The Party values very highly the exploits of the army 
im the recent great patriotic resistance wat The Party 33 
convinced that the army wall remain relable ın the defence 
of the motherland for ever, and is at the same time an ex 
cellent army of constructors and a great school tramng 
the young generations as new type people 
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Over the past period we have recorded great achieve- 
ments in the field of political security and social order, 
im opposing the wicked schemes of the mperiahsts, and 
first of all the US impenslists, and the sabotage of all 
kinds of spies and other counter revolutionanes Under the 
Party leadership and wath the support of the broad masses 
our security forces have fulfilled the tasks ssugned by the 
Party and the State brilliantly In the current situation, the 
preservation of political security anà social order 18 sll an 
extremely important task of the State, and one of the major 
Jobs to be done zn the newly liberated areas We must con 
tinue the repression of counter revolutionanes and shatter 
the reactionaries’ schemes to stage a come back. The peo 
ple’s security forces must unceasingly be strengthened and 
politically consolidated, professionally qualified, well or 
ganized and disesplned, endowed with good scientific and 
technical knowledge, and provided with modern specialized 
equipment and means We must combine the specially res 
ponsible regular forces with the broad masses constantly 
foster and heighten the revolubonary vigilance of the 
masses, and perseveringly mobilize the masses to participate 
actively an the preservation of political security and social 
arder We must, moreover, pay attention to improving and 
co-ordinating well the acuvities of the public secunty ser 
vice the controt and people's public prosecutor's office, the 
court, and other legal organs which have the task of defend 
ing socialist legislation, the interests and the order of the 
new sonety, and the people's night to collective mastery 

In order to raise the efficiency of the State, necessary 
acton should be taken to ensure that our State be always 
a State of the people To this end, the position of the Na 
trana? Assembly and the people's councils at all levels 
should be enhanced. In our system of State power, the 
National Assembly 1s the highest body of State power for 
‘the whole country and the people's councils are the local 
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bodies of State power Under the leadership of the Party, 
the National Assembly decides the most important affairs 
of the State and the local people's councils decide the 1m 
portant afars of the State power in the localities The 
National Assembly and the people's councils select the exe- 
cutive bodies, the Government Council at the centre and 
people's commattees at lower levels The National Assem 
bly and the people's councils at all Jevels supervise all the 
activities of the State machinery at all levels. The respon 
subihty of the Government Council and people's committees 
at all levels must be clearly defined and fully embodied ın 
concrete regulations A system must be established and con 
ditions created for deputies to the National Assembly and 
People’s counals to collect and report the people's views 
to the Stato bodies and to check them handling of matters 
‘There must be a system of regular contacts between the 
electorate and the deputies to the National Assembly and 
the people's councils, ensunng the right of the electorate 
to control and dismiss the deputies they have elected. 

One of the primary tasks of the Government Council 
and people's committees at all levels ís to decide on direc 
‘tives and measures aimed at materializng more and more 
fully the people's nght to collechve mastery an various 
fields, political, economic, cultural, and ensuring that this 
night be fully exercised and respected. 

To organize the close and strict control of the activi 
tues of State bodies 1s a very important measure to wncrease 
the efficiency of the State The controling structure in 
cludes the self<ontrol system within the State machinery 
and the control by the Party and the mess organizations 
Control must become a mechanism compelling each or 
gamzation, each cadre, each citizen to observe the Con 
stitution, laws, systems, regulations, and to do each Job 
well, ensure that each product is in keeping with the qua 
lutative and quantitative norms already set. The people 
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must exercise their rights mentioned in the Constitution 
and the Jaw to struggle against the errors and faults m 
the management of the economy, culture, and people s hfe 
compelling the State bodies to ensure the correct and good 
exercise of the people's right to collective mastery All 
State bodies, from the centre down to the grassroots, must 
give proper answers in time to all the questions raised by 
the people The mass media must expand ther investiga 
tion and study activities to reflect the people's construc 
tive views, criticizing the evils of bureaucracy and autho- 
ntariarusm 

The peoples right to collective mastery through the 
State under the leaderstup of the Party must be sanctioned 
by the Constitution and the law The strength and basic 
content af socialist legislation hes in the people's mght to 
collective mastery Socialist legislation must be strengthen 
ed so that ali activities of State bodies comply with laws 
and regulatuons, really respect the eitwens’ right to collec 
tive mastery and guarantee their interests 

Along with working out the Socialist Republic of Viet 
‘Nam's new Constitution, the National Assembly will adopt 
laws regarding the organization of the Government Coun 
cil peoples councils, and peoples committees at all Jevels 
as well as other laws and regulations concerning the or 
ganuation and activity of the State. We should work out 
and promulgate ın time a more and more complete systema 
of laws and regulations, attention being given to the early 
elaboration of economic laws. 

‘The people's night to collective mastery 1s materialized 
not only by the State power but also by the devotion of 
cadres and employees of the State and their readiness to 
serve the people unconditionally We should sternly con 
demn such evils as arrogance, authoritananism, irespon 
sibility, even callousness in face of the people s difâcultes 
and sufferngs We must take effective measures to prevent 
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a number of State cadres and employees from becomng a 
caste of privileged people The peoples night to collective 
mastery must be materialized by the thoughtful attitude 
of cach citizen towards the common work of the collective 
and society, and by the constant fulfilment of his duties to 
the State and the motherland > 

‘Citizens’ rights and duties must be exphertly defined 
by laws All citizens are required to fulfil their duties and 
abide by the law Compulsion shall be exercised against 
those who do not want to do so and due punishment meted 
out to any law breakers 

In the final analysis, the efficiency of the State rests 
with cadres The ever larger scope of State activities re- 
quires a great number of qualıñed cadres for each branch 
and each level, from the centre down to the grassroots 
Cadres of the State must have good technological know 
ledge, high professional skul, imtiative and great organiza 
tional ability in practice , moreover they must be zealous, 
devoted, selfless, highly responsible and disciplined , they 
must merge themselves with the masses In a word, they 
must be revolutionary cadres and not paper shuffling 
bureaucrats The bulding up of this contingent of cadros 
comes under the responsibility of both our Party and State 

The Party leads all activities of society in the frame- 
work of proletanan dictatorship The Party leadership is 
the supreme guarantee for the system of collective mastery 
of the workmg people, for the existence and activity of the 
socialist State Therefore, to satusfactorsly ensure the Party 
leadership over the State 1s the decisive condition for 
‘strengthening the State and enhancing its efficency On the 
other hand, without the State, the Party cannot lead society 
and the people m building socialism. The Party leadership 
and the people's mght to collective mastery find ther 
concentrated expression ın the State and are put into effect 
mainly through the State activities. The State machmery 
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must be unceasingly strengthened with ever higher and 
acquire ever greater power anà managerial efficiency to 
fulfil the political tasks put forward by the Party and carry 
out the Party leadership over society To raise the organi 
zatuonal capabibty of the Parly means first of all to raise 
the Party's capacity to build, strengthen use and develop 
the State as the most effective instrument for or 
ganızıng the umplementation of the Party hne and policies 
‘The enhanced role and the improved managenal efficiency 
of the State are the most important indication of the or 
ganuzational level and ability of the Party 

‘The Party decides the line and policies, onentation of 
State activity and the important questions regarding the 
organization of the State machinery at all levels Through 
the State, the Party hne and policies materialize as the 
decisions and the daily actions of the masses themselves 
‘The Party bases iiself on its organizations and on mass 
organizations to control the activities of the State bodies 
am implementing its line and policies and in respecting the 
people's right to collective mastery 

On the other hand, the Party respects the powers and 
the laws of the State deals in time with the proposals of 
State bodies on directives and policies It compels alll Party 
organizations, cadres and members to respect their pow erg 
and to strictly implement the laws, decisions and instruc 
trons promulgated by these bodies, considering ıt a dis 
oplne of the Party 

In leadmg the State, at present, the Party must 
eliminate the confusion between Party work and State 
‘work, and do away with the fact that Party organizations 
tn a number of places and graseroots units assume work 
that should have been done by State bodies, thus lessening 
the efficiency of the State machinery and in fact reducing 
the lending role of the Pasty At the same time, we must 
oppose the tendency to take the role and responsibility of 
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Party organizations in State bodies Lightly, conndenng 
Party organizations to be mere organs for propaganda and 
motivation, playmg no leading role, we must also oppose 
the mechanieal division of work, separating the activities 
of Party committees and those of State bodies, which 25 
an essence separating the adoption of directives and the 
organization of their implementation

The revolution 13 a festival for the masses Revolution 
ary work must be done through revolutionary movements 
In the recent patriotic war of resistance, we stirred up 
emulation movements filled with enthusiasm and exalta 
tion to fight the US aggressors But an socialist construe 
tion. we have not yet created strong movements During 
the past few years, we have mobilized the masses to 
emulate in productive labour, to industnously and thrifty 
buld socialism But there were movements which flared 
up only at the beginning, and others which required a 
great deal of effort from the masses but got no commen 
surate results The reason was that the leadership of the 
Party organizations was not good the directives and pro- 
grammes set were not closely drawn up and they Jacked 
continuity, the necessary matertal conditions were not fully 
prepared, and Party organzations, the State, and the mass 
organizations failed to coordinate their actions 


To stir up a revolutionary movement 1s not a question 
of creating activities that flare up for a moment, shenated 
from the process of production and the struggle of the 
masses. but rather a matter of firmly grasping the science 
and art of arousing the masses, organming and guiding 
them im a planned way to create deep and continuous 
revolutionary movements turning them into seething and 
Permanent movements of the masses to carry out their 
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concrete daily tasks successfully Such a mass movement 
Tequires detailed and defined objectives, the clever com 
bination of various measures, political and economic 
educational end administrative, adeclogical and orgamza 
tonal, the close and harmonious coordination of Party 
organizations, State bodies, mass organizations and 
economic and social organizations 


There are always advanced, average, and backward 
people among the masses Work among the masses must 
be aimed at promoting and constantly developing the 
advanced people, raising the average section to the ranks 
of the advanced, and reducing the number of backward 
people This can only be done through the revolutionary 
movements of the masses themselves Through these 
movements the masses will change their thinking and 
will conduct self appraisal and self education To use the 
masses themselves to educate ond arouse the masses 
through ther daily revolutionary actions 1s the most 
effective method for stirring up revolutionary movements 


The working peoples right to collective mastery is 
exercised not only through the State but also through the 
mass orgamzations 

‘The common task of mass organizations 1s to ensure 
the partierpation of the masses m, and their control of, 
State affairs Besides, mass organizations are schools of 
sacialism, they transform various social classes and strata 
into new ones, exercising their nght to socialist collective 
mastery 

Tn the socialist revolution, the Party must attend to 
the building of the working class throughout the country 
an order to develop it unceasingly in both number and 
quality, and to make ıt worthy of its role of the vanguard 
and leading class in the construction of socialism We 
must perfect and fully unplement the regulations of the 
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State to ensure the workers’ active and effective partı 
pation in the management of their factories, the econo- 
my and society 


The trade union 15 a Jarge mass organization of the 
working class, the schoo! of communism, economie man 
agement and State management for workers It must 
fulfil the task of participating in Slate affairs, in the con 
trol of State activities, and in the management of factories 
Tt must foster the workers’ socialist consciousness and 
socialist attitude toward labour work with discipline 
skill, high productivity and honesty and with deter 
mination to overcome difficulties It must organize the 
emulation movement in productive labour well to build 
socialism with industey and thnft and co-ordinate with 
the factory director im leading the emulation movement 
Tt must, together with the State bodies, look after the 
cultural technical, and professional studies of the workers 
and tram able technical and managing cadres from among 
the workers While attending to the workers’ legitimate 
interests, it must actively contmbute together with the 
State bodies, to solving the practical problems of hving, 
collective welfare, working conditions, study and rest of 
the workers and public employces, In particular, 1t must 
ensure labour protection properly prevent and remedy 
labour accidents In the South, the trade union organization

‘The trade umon organizations must be widely open 
fo the workers and employees in the State machmery and 
State-run industrial and commercial enterprises In the 
South, ın particular, they must admit broad masses of

organized and more closely associated with the economie 
techmeal branches and wath production ‘Trade-umon 
Jeaders must be thoroughly conversant with the Party 
Ine and poheies, acquainted with economic management, 
closely related to the workers and most of them should 
not be dissociated from production 

The working peasantry? is one of the fundamental 
classes who together with the working class, constitute the 
mann forces in the construction of socialism In the North, 
work among the peasants must concentrate on carrying out 
the three revolutions, reorganizing agriculture im the direc 
tion of large scale socialist production, creating the new 
system and the new type of man m the countryside The 
cooperatives are productive organizations but also brord 
mass organizations of the collective peasantry They play 
a great role in uniting and educating the peasants, in rais 
ing their sense of collective mastery and their capacity 
to exercise this right, and in moulding the peasantry into 
the collective peasant class It ys the task of Party organza 
tions and State bodies at all levels, particularly the district

mothers who have given birth to and brought up, 
generation after generation of Vietnamese heroes How 
ever, much remains to be done to achieve the complete

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country with modern industry agriculture and national 
defence and advanced culture and science All other 
sociahst countnes have also made very rapid progress, 
many of them are stepping up the building of advanced 
socialism The socialist countries account for over 40 per 
cent of the world industnal output Their defence forces 
are more powerful than ever and continue to be strengthen 
ed. With ats all round achievements, the world socialist 
system has today a combined force much bigger than that 
of amperalism Thus superionty will increase steadily with 
tme and nothing can check it The reason for the rapid 
and continued growth of the socialist countries Les in the 
supenonty of the new regume Jed by the working class 
and its Marust-Lenmist party In this regume, the plan 
ned economy 18 aimed at satisfying the people's matenal 
and cultural needs and assures the best explortation of all 
Production capacity and natural resources of the country 
in order to develop social production at a high rate with 
out crises and unemployment and guarantee a happy life 
for everybody in the society Life has further proved that 
the strength of socialism 1s invincible and the world socal 
ust system has mereasing impact as the decisive factor of 
development of human society It is the strong bulwark of 
the world proletanan revolution and the sobd mainstay 
af the movement of struggle for peace national inde 
pendence and social progress 

‘The revolutionary storm which has shaken Asia, 
Afnca and Latin America, involving 2,000 million people 
of almost all former colomes and semi-colonies in the 
national inberation movement is the second biggest devel 
‘opment of our time after the shaping of the socialist sys 
tem. All over the world the foundations of old type colom 
absm have been shattered A senes of states gaining 
Various degrees of mdependence have emerged one sfter 
the other on the international political arena, and carried 
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on the struggle against impenalism and colomalism, old 
and new headed by US impenalism, with a view to con 
sohdating their political independence, and recovering 
their nghb of ownership over their natural resources exs 
ploited by the impenalists ın order to build and develop 
an independent and sovereign national economy The 
characteristic of the ational liberation movement today 
is its tendency to link the movement to socialism Our 
time has not only given the oppressed peoples an unpre 
cedented. strength in the struggle tor independence and 
freedom but has also opened up to them a new possibility, 
the possibilty of transition from a country with an under 
developed economy to socialism Thus, the movement for 
national Liberation and national independence plays a most 
important role in the materialization of transition to 
socialism on the world scale 

The movement of the working elass struggle m the

forces have closely coordinated ali forms and means of 
struggle and dealt telling blows at state monopoly capitel 
asm In some countries, the Communist Parties occupy an 
important position in the polities] Lfe snd have ganed 
agnificant victories and carrying aloft the benner of 
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national independence, democreey and socialism, are 
achieving a broad alliance aganst state monopoly capital 
tts at home and abroad, gaining success step by step and 
advancing the revolution The working class in the devel 
oped capitalist countnes ıs assuming a glonous historic 
task defeating state monopoly capitalism night m ita den 
ehmumating capitalism from social hfe for ever 

‘These three currents which make up the great revolu 
tionarv upsurge are on the offensive and are spearheading 
the struggle agamst imperialism 

To cope with the world revolutionary movement and 
to save itself in ats death throes capitalism desperately 
shifts to state monopoly capitahsm At the same time 
US led imperialism makes every effort to prepare for a 
new world war, seeks every means to counter attack the 
Tevolutionary movement ın an attempt to retake lost 
positions, erush the national liberation movement and 
hamper the development of socialism It fevenshly stock 
Piles armaments, carnes on the arms race, restores moltar 
ism, sets up a series of military bases and eggressive mi 
tary alliances, steps up the cold war everywhere m an 
attempt to encircle, intimidate, undermme and divide the 
soctahst countnes As regards former colomes and de- 
Pendencies tmpenalism, particularly US Imperialism, 
Tesorts ta neo-colontelist domination through the use of 
both brutal and sophisticated means It plots to keep the 
newly free countries in the capitalist orbit in an attempt 
to frustrate the far reaching influence of socialism. It $s 
the poliey of the wnpetialists to scramble for markets, 
sources of raw materials, energy and investment areas , 
it Ss also the basic pokey of US imperishsm to carry out 
ats scheme of warid hegemony 

In Viet Nam, US neo-colorushsm has proved to be 
most brutal and treacherous ‘The US mperiabsts amed 
at driving back the Vietnamese revolution in an attempt 
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to reverse the general trend in the world But after twenty 
years of involvement in Viet Nam, meludiog nearly ten 
of direct parheipation in the war by US expeditionary 
troops, the US unperialists were badly mauled and com 
pelled to eccept their defeat and withdraw their troops 
US “flexible response” strategy has gone completely 
bankrupt US rigged mubtary blocs kave either disinte- 
grated or been torn by internal strife US international 
prestige has sunk to its lowest ebb 

‘US defeat m the war of aggression against Viet Nam 
1s @ most significant event after its loss of monopoly of 
nuclear weapons It marks a turung pomt in the dectine 
of US imperialism Although the number one imperialist 
power, the US 1s much weakened in the military, political, 
econonue and financa? fields, plunging the capitalist world 
into a period of all round and irremediable general crisis. 
| In the thirty years after World War I, the mtuation 
am the world has changed rapidly While the capitalist 
system 18 writhing in general crisis, the forces of socialism, 
national independence, democracy and peace grow steadily, 
and after the victory of the revolution in Viet Nam, Laos 
and Cambodia, a new change in the balance of forces 
appears, tipmng in favour of the revolution, a new de- 
velopment in the struggle of the people of the world for 
peace, national independence, demotracy and socialism It 
ds obvious that this historical trend as Irreversible At 
Present, the world revolutionary situation 1s most favour 
able and 1s facing extremely fine prospects ” 

Events have further borne out the realistic character 
of the possibility of preventing world war, safeguardmg 
Tasting peace for all nations, and of implementing the policy 
of peaceful co-existence of states with different social 
systems. The practice of revolution also proves that peace 
1s not only the result of the democratic anti war move- 
ment, but mainly the result of the revolutionary struggle 
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of all forces against imperialism, of the ollensive strategy 
to drive back imperialism step by step, to overthrow at 
part by part, to fol every war policy, to defeat any type 
of war waged by umpertalism, ultimately fobog its whole

The struggle for peace ıs a strategic task closely con 
nected with the struggle for nationsl independence, de- 
mocracy and socialism Natonal sdependence is the frst 
objective of many peoples So long as unperialism exists, 
the struggle for nations] liberation, for the defence of 
nauonal independence, for the realization of the right 
to national telf-determination and equality between na 
tions will remain questions of primary importance in the 
Programme of action of the world revolutionary forces 
‘The more so as today the US mpenabsts, while pursuing 
ther neo-colonsalist pohey and their counter revolutionary 
global strategy, stil make every effort to mamtan their 
colomes and military bases throughout the world, carry 
‘out intervention ın one area and subversion in another 
encroach on the sovereignty of newly free countries and 
even their “ales, and at the same time unceasingly

Iinked with socialism and oriented to socialism The road 
to socialism ensures all nations genuine independence and 
keeps them away from neo-colonialist domination Tt also 
ensures genuine democracy, democracy for the majority of 
the people in society, a democracy which goes far beyond 
the hmuts of outmoded bourgeois democracy

The 
Tesolutions of this Fourth Congress will reflect these efforts 
of the entire Party and will bring about fundamentat an 
swers to the problems cropping up on the road of socialist 
revolution mm the whole country The process of carrying 
‘out the resolutions of the Congress will certainly bring 
about further clanfication, concretization and development 
of the Party Ime 


The struggle to carry out the resolutions adopted by 
the Congress successfully requires that our Party be very 
solid Our Party, ali sts cadres and members must not only 
have an ever higher standard of knowledge, especially m 
methodology, economic laws and the law of the class strug 
gle when the Party Ras assumed leadership of the State, 
but must also develop new abilities ın the practical organı 
zation of the socialist revolution, a domam im which our 
Party still has many shortcomings 

Our Party must be strong in every limb from the cen 
tral organs to the base cells, ensure the thorough under 
standing of all Party line and policies from top to bottom, 
from the Party to the State bodies and mass organizations 
and to the broad masses 


' Over the past 16 years, the building of the Party has 
recorded remarkable achievements The correct and crea 
tive settlement by the Party of questions concerning the 
Ime of the patriotic fight against US aggression, socialist 
construction and external relations constitutes a success of 
Party buding work in the political domain. Ideological 
work has jncreased political consciousness, understanding 
of the Party theory and lne, promoted the revolutionary 
ardour of Party cadres and members, and effectively over 
come erroneaus viewpoints In organizational work, we 
have expanded the Party ranks, developed Party organi 
zations everywhere, trained and fostered a big contingent 
of cadres, carried out large-scale assignment and distri 
bution of Party cadres and members to meet in the main 
the pressing needs of the organization and cadres an the 
process of development of our revolution In the fierce fight 
over the past decades, many Party organizations m South 
‘Viet Nam suffered losses, and hundreds of thousands of 
Party cadres and members were killed or jailed, but the 
Party organtzations remamed deeply embedded 1 the 
masses After the complete liberation of South Viet Nam, 
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Party organizations have developed rapidly, provincial 
district and primary Party organizations have been further 
strengthened, thus ensurmg the umfed leadership and 
rapid communication from the centrel Jevel down to the 
primary organizations. The Party's correct line has deter 
mined the correct guidelines for ideological and organiza 
tional work, conversely the successes in the field of ideo 
Jogy and organization have ensured the successful imple 
mentation of the line. 

Besides these great achievements, Party building work 
stuli suffers from many mustokes and shortcomings A big 
shortcoming and weakness :s that we have not fully grasped 
an our understanding and in practice the theory on Party 
building when the Party leads the State mn carrying out the 
socialist revolution. This leads to many other shortcomings 
and mistakes Empincisin in Party building and leading 
method is impeding the heightening of the Party's fighting 
capacity m many places. A number of forms of organization 
and styles of work which are no Jonger appropriate have 
not yet been unproved. Several resolutions of the Central 
Committee on Party building and on cadre work have not 
been carned out resolutely and thoroughly The admission 
of new Party members has been lax at umes, drawing 1m 
à number of unqualified people Political and sdeotogicat 
education has not been incisive and tumely, the zmprove 
ment of the theoretical politieal and professional standard 
of Party cadres and members has been slow , the self-crihe 
ism and criticism aimed at preventing and combating 
negative aspects has not been pad due attention, Party 
discipline has not been strictly observed, thus delaying the 
tunely expulsion of degenerate and backward members 
from the Party A number of Party committees and leading 
cadres have not paid due attention to Party building work. 
Those shortcomings have exerted some unwholesome m 
fluence on the fighting capacity of the Party 
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The rich experience accumulated m the practice of 
Party building over the past years enables us to put forward 
the following major guidmg principles in this work 


` First, the Party must be solidly built in all three as 
pects political, ideological and orgamzational These as 
pects are closely connected and exert decisive influence on 
each other The building of the Party in the ideological and 
organuzational fields must be closely coordinated with and 
prompted by the pohtical kne and tasks, and at the same 
time must ensure the correct formulation, full grasp and 
strict implementation of the political Ime and tasks 


Second, the Party building work must be carried out 
through the revolutionary mass movement and through the 
building of the masses’ system of collective mastery The 
masses must be organized to participate m the building 
of the Party, to contnbute to the supervision of Party 
acuvities, and of the work and qualities of Party cadres 
and members 


Third, once the Party leads the State its strength Les 
11 the combined strength of the syster of proletarian dicta 
torship Therefore, the building of the Party and the height 
ening of ats fighting capacity must be closely Inked to 
strengthening the organization and increasing the capacity 
of the State, and to building and consolidating mass or 
ganizations 


Fourth, the raising of the standards of the Party 
cadres must be coordinated with that of the Party branches 
and primary organizations , and with the strengthening of 
the leading body and the improvement of the organza 
tional apparatus of each level and each branch A strong 
organization 13 necessary for each and every member to 
be strong, while conversely each and every member being 
strong 18 a condition of the organization being strong 
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Fifth, when expanding the Partys ranks, we must 
attach importance to quality instead of going after quan 
tty, development always accompanies consolidation, On 
the one hand, truly outstanding and qualified persons must 
be admutted, and on the other, degenerate and corrupt ele 
ments must be expelled from the Party immediately We 
must guard aganst the infiltration of bad, reactionary 
opportunist and self seeking elements mto the Party 

‘The strengthening of the Party primary organizations 
as a task of special importance m Party building Party 
branches and primary organizations are the basic fighting 
units the component cells of the Party, the places where 
the Party line and policies are turned into revolutionary 
action by the Party members and the masses, the places 
where Party members and cadres are tempered , the places 
where the Party has daily contacts with the people and 
can understand thelr mood, feelings and aspirations Whe- 
ther a Party branch or primary organization is strong of 
weak, an action of a Party branch or primary organization 
of a Party member is good or bad, correct or wrong all 
exert a direct and immediate infiuence on the material and 
moral hfe, and even the political standing of the people 
and on the latter's trust in the Party 

At present, Party primary organzations are set up and 
work an gear with the grassroots umts of the State appa 
Tatus and national economy on the basis of common general 
prineaples, although Party primary organwations in vart 
ous fields of achvity may have different forms of organı 
zation, dulferent contents and methods of leadership swta 
ble to the character and field of activity of their umt. 
Generally speaking, Party primary organuzations are res 
Ponsible for taking decisions on mayor directives and mea 
sures as to how their unsts unplement the line and pobcies 
of the Party and the State and the tasks asngned by the 
higher level. They must engage ım political, sdeological 
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and orgamzationat work to encourage the active participa 
tion of all Party members and the masses in working out 
and fulfilling the tasks and plans of their units success 
fully, they must supervise the activites of Party cadres 
and members in the application and mplementation of the 
Party line and pobcies, the Constitution and the State 
laws All the activities of Party primary organizations must 
be aimed at stepping up the mass movement to carry out 
the three revolutions, and to ensure the fulfilment of the 
tasks of their umts, it 1s through these practical activities 
that solid Party organizations are built up A Parly branch 
a Party primary organization cannot be considered a good 
one if the three revolutions are not properly carried out 
production does not increase Jabour productivity 18 not 
Fawsed, the duty visa vis the State 1s not fulfilled, the 
masses! right to collective mastery 1s infringed, the masses 
Ifo in all fields 38 not settled and gredually amproved, and 
the principles of organization and mternal life of a Party 
branch are not strictly adhered to 


At present, the key to increasing the fighting capacity 
of Party primary organizations ıs to strive to rase the 
political, theoretical and cultura} standard as well as the 
capacity for practical work of Party members, to firmly 
build a contingent of core cadres while amproving the 
working method of the orgamzation A Party primary or 
ganization, and first of all, the Party committee, must de+ 
fine its political tasks and work out plans to fulfil these 
tasks, must understand clearly and handle correctly the 
relationship between the Party, the State and the people , 
1t must firmly grasp the Party's function of political lead 
ership and supervision while bringmg into full play the 
power of the administrative organs to ensure respect for 
the managerial system of the State, and respecting and pro 
moting the role of the mass organizations m organizing the 
implementation of each concrete task 
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The activities of Party branches and primary organı 
zations must be umproved. Ther meetings must have e 
concrete and rich political content, they must engage in 
discussions on the Party line and policies, on the tasks 
assigned to their localities or units, on the plans to fulfl 
these tasks, distribute work and apportion responsibility 
to each Party cadre and member and review the per 
formance of Party branches and members Endeavours must 
be made to create m the Party organizations, m their daily 
activities ag well as m their meetings a seething and mi 
Mtant atmosphere, and foster the collective wisdom, mita 
tives and the high sense of responsibility of every Party 
member 

Along with the building of Party primary organiza 
tions, we should attach importance to the strengthening of 
the Party apparatus at all Jevels, Provinces and cities are 
economic and admuustrative umts on 2 furly large scale, 
and with strategic unportance m many fields, therefore, 
the Party committees of provinces and cities must be strong, 
capable not only of applying the Party line and policies 
correctly and creatively, but also of contributing to work 
ang out the line and policies of the Central Committee The 
importance of the district level is increasing with the gradu 
al buldmg of thas level into an agricultural industrial 
economie unit The district Party committees must be 
strengthened to be capable of Jeading the building and 
development of economy and culture, bringing agriculture 
to large-scale socialist production and rasing the Living 
standard of the people in the district. 

Today, Party committees must be collectives with ex 
perience m political leaderstup, Party bulding and work 
among the masses, adequate theoretical standard and neces- 
sary knowledge of economy, culture science and technique 
The strength of the Party commutiees ıs the common 
strength of the collectrssty first and foremost At the same 
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time, every Party committee member must have the re 
quired political qualifications and working ability suitable 
to his position and task Party Congresses at ell Jevels must 
be held on schedule, and through these congresses Party 
committees must be replaced with new ones and the pro- 
portion of workers increased 

‘We must observe the principle of collective leadership 
and personal responsibility within Party committees 
strictly The necessary conditions must be created for every 
committee member to partinpate fully xn discussing and 
deciding on directives, everybody's concrete tasks, powers 
and responsibility must be clearly defined The standing 
body of a Party committee must not be turned into a body 
superior to the committee itself, personal arbitrariness as 
well as complete dependence on the collectvity, shirkang 
responsibility and hesitation in taking decisions must be 
avade 

Party committees should strive to overcome their 
shortcomings ın leading organizational work, endeavour 
to rapidly readjust their style of work explore new forms 
and methods of work that are scientific and effective, and 
refrain from umng a piecemest style of work They must 
know how to buld up and constantly perfect a network 
of internal communications, and spend much time and 
many efforts on investigation, rescarch testing, pilot 
schemes and summ ng up of experience They must of 
ganize careful, regular and systematic control of the ım 
plementation of the hne and policies in order to prevent 
mustakes and violations of principles Lack sn control 18 
tantamount to lack of leadership 

‘The Party's leadership ability and fightng capacity 
depend decisively on the quality of the Party ranks Now 
communist consciousness the primary qualification of 
Party members must find concrete direct and daly 
‘expression ın their vanguard role 1n carrying out the three 
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revolutions Party members must represent the new type 
of man, be exemplary in their work and im their way of 
life, ready to protect socialist property, and imbued with 
a firm class position in implementing the line and policies 
of the Party and State, they must constantly heighten 
ther fighing spit, and their revolutionary vigilance 
against the class enemy, they must wage an uncompro- 
musing struggle against any action detrimental to socialism. 
Those who only care for their own selfish interests, who 
adopt a negative or indifferent attitude towards social 
obligations and socialist mterests, do not deserve to be 
members of the Communist Party 

Party members must have not only a high revolution 
ary fighting spinit but also adequate knowledge and ability 
to fulfil their tasks They must endeavour to study in 
order to keep raising the level of ther theoretical know 
ledge of Maraism Lenimsm their grasp of the Party Line 
and policies, and their cultural, scientific and professional 
Standard so that in any field of actwity they prove them 
selves conscious workers with high labour productivity 
and work efficiency while fulfilling their task of leaders 
Maintaining close contacts with and love for the people 
trusting them respecting their right to collective mastery 
and caring for the details of their daily lives, explaining 
the Party line and policies to the masses, hstermng to their 
opinions setting them a good example and encouraging 
them to do the same looking for and learning after the 
masses’ experience in the discharge of revolutionary tasks 
are all indispensable requirements of Party members 
Bureaucracy, arbitrarmess, and abuse of power, prero- 
gatives and privileges are dangerous enemies of a Party 
m power 

‘The sense of organization and discipline 1s the first 
requirement made on a Communist fighter The standard 
of political consciousness the revolutionary ethics and the 
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class stand of Party members must find their expression 
an practice through their close ties with the organization 
ther stret implementation of the Party line and policies 
and Constitution and its resolutions, and their exemplary 
‘observance of the laws of the State and the discipline of 
mass organwations A militant Party, a Party of revolu 
tionary action, especially ın a proletarian dictatorship 
cannot keep indisiphned elements who stand shove or 
outside the organization m its ranks 


‘The Parly must constantly be replenished with new 
hfe The abundant sources from which to fill the ranks 
of the Party are the workers, collective peasants revolu 
tionary intellectuals, and especially the young people from 
these courageous classes and strata of people zealous and 
courageous working people possessed of an ardent love 
for the motherland and socialism a knowledge of policies 
and culture, tempered and tested in revolutionary prac 
tice In many newly liberated areas in the South, as the 
membership is small in number it as necessary to expand 
the Party ranks However, the admission of new Party 
members must be closely guided Through the revolution 
ary movement of the masses we must find outstanding 
people and educate and foster those who are really cons 
cious of the Party ideal enthusiastic m their work and 
closely associated with the masses, and admit them into 
the Party ranks Furst to be chosen are outstanding people 
an the working class especially workers in big industry, 
at the same time, we must select outstanding people among 
woring peasants and emment officers and men af the 
Peoples armed forces The intellectuals who bave been 
tempered and tested in revolutionary practice must also 
be politically fostered and admutted mto the Party The 
tendency to narrow mindedness must be avoided, but care 
must be taken against opportunists who worm themselves 
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into the Party to have influence, position and power Par 
teular caution must be exercised against the reactionaries 
and spies who try to infiltrate the Party The admission 
of new members must be carried out in strict observance 
of the entera and procedures stipulated m the Consti 
tution 

On the other hand we must resolutely expel from 
the Party ranks degenerate and corrupt elements, those 
who have lost their revolutonary combativeness, who 
infiltrated the Party for their own selfish interests, who 
used their potion and power to sntimdate the masses 
or encroach on socialist property, who engaged in splitting 
and factional activities 

Party members whose political consciousness is too 
weak who can no longer assume leadership and have 
been actively helped for some tme without making any 
Progress, should also retire front the Party ranks Each 
Party organization must take most achve measures to 
heighten the revolutionary fight ng spint and rapidly raise 
the political and cultural level of its members 

‘The building of a contingent of Party and State cadres, 
whuch is both of good quality and large, and ss capable 
of fulilling the revolutionary tasks m the new stage, is a 
very umportant and urgent task at present The Party 
must have a cadre policy which conforms to the demands 
of the new stage, improves the selection, traimng, fostering 
and use of cadres and builds up a contingent of cadres 
who are fully conversant with the political Hne worked 
out by the Fourth Party Congress, determined and capable 
of working for the successful unplementation of that lune 

‘The quality of a cadre is determined by a combination 
of his political quabfication and workmg ability, as shown 
im how be fulfils ins task, These cannot be separated trom 
each other or opposed to each other since the lack of ether 


aspect makes the Party and State cadres unqualified, par 
‘tueularly with regard to leading and management cadres 

Political quahfication means loyalty, dedication, self 
sacrifice, and at the same time political acuteness and 
perspicacity, inthative activity, a high sense of respon 
sibihty towards ones task and the common cause of the 
revolution, firm confidence m the Party lne and per 
sistence m the defence and implementation of that line 
As the revolution progresses, cadres must unceasingly 
heighten their standard of Marxist Leninist theory, their 
understanding of the Party hne and policies their exper 
tise and ability in practical organization Leadine and 
management cadres must possess adequate knowledge of 
production, science and technology, organization and 
management establish close ties with the masses, thor 
‘oughly understand their mood and aspirations, grasp and 
be sensitive to new realities and problems and know 
how to analyse and solve them correctly 


‘The Party, State and mass organizations must organize 
thecretical and political education, rapidly foster and 
elevate the standard and working sbuhity of sf] categories 
of cadres, first of all leadmg and management cadres and 
those who have worked for many years with no oppor 
‘tunity to study While strengthening the network of Party 
schools at all levels we should open many kinds of 
schools and cvurses to teach economie organization and 
management or to train economie engmeers, develop 
complementaxy education schools for cadres, in a vigorous 
manner and organize the broad propagation of scientific 
and technical knowledge in appropriate and effective 
forms It has now become a pressing obligation for every 
cadre to study pohtics, theory, culture, science, technology 
and his profession If one 1s satisfied with ones past ex 
perience and acquired knowledge and fails to make efforts 
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to grasp new knowledge, one is very Likely to commit 
mmustakes and surely cannot fulfil one’s task ın the new 
stage 

In meeting the ever greater need of cadres at present 
and in the future, and in coping with the effort to foster 
and umprove the quahty of the existing contmgent of 
cadres, the urgent problem arises of traming and appomt 
ang a great number of new young cadres of worker work 
ing peasant and revolutionary intellectual stock Utmost 
attention must be paid to increasing the proportion of 
working people ın the tanks of the leading and manage- 
ment cadres Particular importance must be attached to 
the training fostering and promotion of cadres from ethnic 
Munorities and women cadres in leading and managerial 
work as well as in scientific and technological work One 
of the most important tasks and measures at present in 
strengthening and renewing the contingent of Party and 
State cadres 1 to boldly assign tasks and promote new, 
young cadres who have been tested on ther work. We 
must have a correct view and a correct appraisal of the 
ability of the younger forces and oppose the narrow mind 
ed attitude of a number of Party cadres and members It 
1s the duty of every Party Committee, Party branch and 
Party member to look for, find, select and train new cadres 
in order to fulfil both the unmediate tasks and the leng 
term revolutionary cause of the Party Every Jeading cadre 
is responsible for traming reserve cadres and prepanng 
his successor At the same time, the Party and State must 
bring into full play the talent and experience of old cadres 
whe have undergone many trials an the revolution, At 
Present, in the ranks of our Party there are representa 
‘uves of many generations, those who began their activ: 
‘hes before the August Revolution those who grew up 
dunng the war of resistance against French aggression, 
those who worked and grew up in the patriotic war against 
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US aggression and during socialist construction, and those 
who have been trained in recent years This 1s a great 
advantage for the strengthening of the leading and man 
agerial organs and for the guarantee of stabilty and con 
tinuity un the Jeadership of the Party Our Party cadre 
policy has been and will continue to be one of consistent 
integration of the experience of the old generation with 
the resihence of the young one and the promotion of the 
strong points of diffrent categories of cadres 


‘The traming, promotion and replenishment of cadres 
must take place simultaneously with the partial replace- 
ment and renewal of the ranks of cadres The Party shows 
constant concern about the stability of the cadre work =o 
that they have peace in mmd deepen their professional 
experse and accumulate further experience But stability 
is meaningful only when cadres are assigned to the right 
Places, axe allotted the nght jobs, and are able to develop 
their talent and serve the revolution effectively Cadres 
whose political qualifications or working ability do not 
match thew tasks, who are unable to discharge thew 
duties and even impede the leadership and management, 
must ke changed around accordingly We must base our 
selves on the requirements of the work to be done in 
appointing cadres and not on the requirements of cadres 
in creating yobs Personnel are appointed wherever the 
work needs them. We must find the most suitable cadre for 
each Job One of the main requirements of cadre work 
15 to assign cadres to the right places where they can de- 
velop their talent and ereativeness to the highest degree 
Possible to make the greatest contribution to the re- 
volution 


Cadre work must be carried out under the centralized 
leadership of the Party Party commuttecs should them 
selves examine and decide on a collective basis the selec 
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hon, appraisal promotion and replacement of cadres as 
summing important posts ın the apparatus of the Party, 
administration and mass orgamzatons We should 
strengthen the machinery which assists the Party com 
muttees and State leading organs in cadre work , heighten 
the scientific standard of the study on policy and the im 
plementation of each step of cadre work Cadre work 
must have immediate and Jong term plans, and meet the 
Tequirements of political tasks in each specific stage 

Party committees must work out and umplement sy» 
tems and rules of cadre work correctly so as to grasp the 
situation of cadres in general and thoroughly understand 
ench cadre placed under ther immediate control, ensure 
the principle of collective leadershup and democracy, and 
avoid subjectivism and one-sidedness There should be 
approptiate channels through which to collect the 
opinion of Party cadres and members, and also of non 
Party cadres and the masses on cadre policy, on the 
selection, promotion and replacement of leading and 
imanagement cadres In cadre work, we must overcome 
conservative and narrow minded views, sectionaliem, 
sectananism, prejudices or favouritism. 

Since its founding, our Party has always maintained 
the unity and oneness of mind of ats ranks m the face of 
all triala of the revolutionary struggle It ıs the most sacred 
task of the entire Party, of all ats cadres and members to 
continue to develop this precious tradition and abide by 
the teachings of President Ho Chi Minh * One must pre- 
Serve the unity and oneness of mind of the Perty as the 
apple at one’s eye” 

Our Party does not tolerate any manifestation what- 
soever of sectarianism It considers division and sectarian 
asm within the Party the b ggest crime agamst the Te- 
volution, Bemg the vanguard contingent, the mubtant 
general staf of the working class, the most active ond 
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advanced part of the society, the Party shares a common 
resolve and is of a singie will. 

In the ideological field, the umty and oneness of mund 
within the Party based on Marxism Leauusm find their 
expression ın the political line worked out by the entire 
Party on the basis of the consciousness of all members of 
the ideal, goals and tasks of the Party Ideological unity 
is ensured by orgamzational unity which leads to umty 
in action Being the fundamental organizational principle 
of the Party, democrate centralism firmly guarantees the 
organizational unity of the Party 

‘However, unity and oneness of mind do not mean that 
there are no discussions and no debates On the contrary 
democrate discussions and debates are indispensable pre- 
mises for umty and oneness of mind and methods to 
achieve it Democratie centralism does not restrict freedam 
of thought , ıt requires and ensures that every member be 
given the nght to discuss and participate in the taking 
of deesions on every problem of the Party and the nght 
ta expound within the Party organization any personal 
‘opinion on questions concerning the interests of the re- 
solution. The highest degree of development of demo- 
cratie nights, antelbgence, and creativeness of all Party 
members constitutes an important guarantee for the 
vitality of the Party Arbitranness, sbuse of power, pater 
nalism, the repression of ideas, as well as unity for the- 
sake-ofumty and the compromising attitude adopted to- 
wards questions of pnnciple are completely shen to the 
vroletanan Party 

Yet, democracy must be under centralized guidance, 
the fullest democracy must be combined with the highest 
centralism, each aspect serves as premise to the other 
and both af them make up the essence of democratic cen- 
tralism, the principles of which are the munority obeys 
the decinons of the majority the lower level obeys the 
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decssions of the higher level, the secuon obeys the de- 
cisions of the whole organization, the entre Party obeys 
the deisions of the National Party Congress end the Cen- 
Ual Committee the highest leading bodv in the interval 
of the two Congresses. elected by the Congress. A viola- 
tion of those principles is tantamount to undermining the 
discpline and the unity of the Party 

Self-enucum and enmesm constitute a Progressive 
law cf development of the Party and elo a fundamental 
method to strengthen tke unity and oneness of mnd with- 
an the Party 

In the process of huidng socialism, the struggle be- 
tween the new and the old, between the progresnve and 
the backward Lakes place unceanngiy In face of the 
Changes in the mtuation «nd the tasks some comrades 
achieve prompt comprehension, w hile others are slow and 
hail lo keep pace with the new situation and tasks. Benides, 
owing to the complexity of the aituaton, many Party 
meuibers are still sr2uenced by non-proletarien idectogien. 
‘Therefore, the struggie between the new and the old be- 
tween the progresnve and the backward, between pro- 
Ietanan ideclogies and nonproletarian idecloges neces- 
sarily and frequently takes place in the Party Seif-critic- 
fam and criticism coupled with the heightening of the 
awareness of Party cadres and members are the turd- 
amental method to setile these contradictions to create 
ever greater unity within the Party, to educate Party 
Cadres and members wih a view to developing their sirocg 
Panta, overcoming ikeir weak pants and ceaselessly mak- 
Ig progress 

To preserve and develop the tradition of unity «nd 
oneness of mind of the Party, we must also constantly 
foster the comradeship between Party cadres ard menm 
bers. Sineenty and open-mmndednese, mutual ire and 
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respect, modesty, mutual concern and understanding, 
wholehearted assistance in fulfilling duties and malong 
progress, these are typical features of communist soli 
danty, and also indispensable virtues of the socialist new 
type of man Wherever these virtues prevail they bamsh 
selfish ealculations, scramble for position, enmty and 
envy, over exaltation over past achevements and self 
complacency, claiming ments for oneself while blaming 
others’ shorteomings, ete Tt 1s precisely these evils and 
not any serious difference of viewpoints and directives 
that are the mam causes for disuruty here and there in 
the Party 


To heighten the Party's fighting capacity, we should 
do our utmost to improve and intensify ideological work 
an the Party 


‘The primary task at present ıs to make the resolutions 
of this Congress pervade the entire Party and fundament 
ally raise the poltical standard and consciousness m the 
achvities of Party cadres and members To this end, we 
must improve the forms and methods of education ın the 
Party , unprove the quality of political life, organze the 
network of information on current events and policies 
well, periodically open short term courses on Party line 
and viewpamnts for Party cadres and members 


Tt is now a task of the utmost mportance im sdeo- 
logical work to step up education in Marxist Lenmist 
theory, the Party hne and policies, and at the same time 
to ruse the cultural, scientific, technical and professional 
standard of Party cadres and members 

Me should strive to improve and raise the efficiency 
of theoretical education, the main guideline for which 1 
to further grasp the guiding principle of Inking theory 
to practice , fully ensure the scientific and militant charac 
ter of the content af education, and encourage a scientific, 
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independent and creative style of thinking among stu 
dents We should pay special attention to the fundamentat 
and systematic traming and fostering of a contingent 
of highly qualificd theoretical lecturers, improve the 
methods of education, consolidate the system of regular 
Party schools and expand the system of on the-job Party 
schools, and strengthen the matenal basis and other 
facilities necessary to theoretical and political education 

An important task at present in the deologteal activi 
hes of the Party 1s to step up study work in order to 
further clarify the fundamental problems of the Vietnam 
ese revolution in the theoretical field. In this domam, our 
Party bas recorded remarkable achievements However, 
we cannot fail to note that Party theoretical work has not 
kept pace with the development of the realities in the 
country and in the world The very rich experiences 
accumulated by the Vietnamese revolution call for further 
efforts to work out a profound theoretical synthens, es 
pectally in the current process of development of the re- 
volution, when the practice of the whole country advane 
ing towards socialism and the general bne of the Party 
in the new stage are presenting a series of problems in the 
theoretical fleld which must be enlightened and illustrated 
an a concrete, all sided and systematic manner This task 
requires great intellectual efforts of the entire Party, and 
the special efforts of the responsible organs of the Party 
and State on the theoretical and ideological fronts At the 
same time, we should step up basic studies of Marmst 
Leninsst theory and other fields of social science, and the 
study and compilation of the Party history 

‘We must tram a contingent of theoretical cadres and 
social science cadres with high political qualifications, 
Unqualfied loyalty to the cause of the Party, of high scien 
tfe standard, with a firm grasp of Marxism Leninism

check and criticise in tme all mamfestations of non pro- 
lelaran ideologies among Party cadres and members, 
which find their expression in concepts and actions which 
ate at vanance with the Party viewpoint, hne and policies, 
am therr social relations, particularly with the masses, and 
an their moral qualifications and thei daily activities. We 
must make determined efforts to overcome the petty bour 
geois ideology the common expression of which in the 
political feld as rightist and **lefhst” deviations, mainly 
nghtist devration, in the field of concepts, 1t as indivi 
dualism m various guises im the field of methodology, it 
ds subjechvism and one-sidedness At the same time, we 
must resolutely struggle against all influences of bourgeois 
Ideology and vestiges of feudal ideology influencing Party 
cadres’ and members’ thinking 

‘The new stage of the revolution requires that all Party 
cadres and members heighten their spirit of revolutionary 
offensive sense of responsibility, sense of organization 
and discipline in fulfilling the tasks of the Party, oppose 
conservatism, slackness over-exaltation over past achieve 
ments, pleasure seeking irresponsibility and discipline , 
they must heighten their sense of industry thrift, in 
tegnity and uprightness, public mindedness and self densal, 
heighten their spirit of dedication to the people, treasure 
and protect public property, combat any tendeney to abuse 
prerogatives and privileges, any encroachment on social 
ist property value honesty, sincerity, the defence of 
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truth, the spirit of solidarity , oppose division, sectarian 
asm, sectionalism, particularism and parochialism.

By unleashing the war of aggression against Viet Nam, 
‘US imperialism schemed to impose neo-colonialism on our 
country, wreck our people's socialist revolution, roll back 
socialısm and encarcle and threaten the socialist and nation 
al independence movements ın South Eost Asia US ım 
perialism wanted to demonstrate that ats colossal nulitary 
and economic forces could crush all movements for national 
independence and block the advance of socialism anywhere 
an the world. In execution of this plan, US imperialism 
mobilized a big military force, resorted to many strategies 
and tactes, and used many modern weapons along with 
undethand diplomatic manceuvres 

Under the leadershup of the Party, our people and fight 
ers throughout our country, overcome innumerable diffi 
culties, united and fought with extreme heroism, trom the 
“concerted uprisings” m late 1959 and early 1960 through 
the general offensive and sumultangous uprisings at Tet

2 Our entire people sre very proud of the results of 
the socialist revolution m the North over the past twenty 
years 

An achievement of historic significance 19 the abolition 
of exploiting classes and exploitation of man by man, and 
the stitution of somalist ownership n two forms owner- 
ship by the entire people and by the collective. The work 
ang class has grown both in size and quality The peasantry 
has become the collective peasant class. The contingent 
of socialist intellectuals has come into being and as devel 
oping with every passing day Equality ıs realized between 
women and men and among the nationalities In the North, 
society now belongs to the working people who are 1ts 
collective masters and who display ever greater political 
and moral unity and oneness of mina, 

‘The initial materal snd technical bass of socialism 
has been laid 

We have the initial foundations of heavy industry The 
capacity of industry, transport and construction has m 
creased as compared with the prewar period, As regards 
agneulture, great efforts have been made to expand mga 
uon systems, to multiply crops, to increase the produc 
tivity of cultivation and ammal husbandry and to apply 
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advanced science and technology Education, public health, 
culture arts, sports and physical culture have developed 
rapidly Pobteat secunty and somal order hes been main 
tained. The material and cultural hfe af the people remains 
stable and many aspects have been umproved. 


These achievements were gained while the North had 
to fight off two fierce wars of destruction, while it had 
to concentrate manpower and wealth for the task of hber 
ating the South and had to shoulder its internationahst 
dutes ‘This has proved the supenonty and matchless 
strength of socialism, and affirmed the absolute correct 
ness of the Line of the socialist revolution mapped out by 
the Third Congress and further elaborated and developed 
by the Central Committee Plenums 


However the North still has many shortcomings snd 
faces many difficulties, especially m the economic field. 
Ils matenal and technical basis remains small and weak, 
ats economic structure 1s still unbalanced ın many respects, 
the new relations of production have not been perfected 
and in some places are not yet firmly consolidated the 
district level bas not been strengthened quickly enough 
labour productivity is low, production can not yet satisfy 
the people's daily requirements and those of accumulation, 
heavy industry 1s still emall and unevenly developed and 
has not been able to serve as a furm bass for the national 
economy, agricultural production has not yet supplied 
enough food and food-stuffs to the people, raw matenals 
for industry and goods for exports, the social work forces 
have not been rationally deployed and used, the nich 
national resources have not yet been adequately exploited. 


‘This state of things stems from the fact that ours ıs still 
a small-scale production economy which, moreover, has 
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been devastated by the war However there are short 
comungs in the guidance and economic management by the 
Party and the State The hne for socialist revolution has 
not been concretised m time and has not been satiside 
torly applied to the plans for economie and cultural 
development, to the guidelines, tasks and concrete work of 
each branch, each place and each basic unit, economie 
management 1s still fraught with red tape and bureaucracy , 
productivity, quahty and efficiency are not adequately 
appreciated, the management apparatus 1s cumbersome, 
and organized in a disparate way like handicraft produe 
tion, the orgamzation for implementation is not very 
effective, discipline 1s lax, the style of work 19 not yet 
close to realities and the masses, and lacks revolutionary 
mulitancy Party budding work, cadre work and ideological 
work have not kept abreast with the ever increasing de- 
mands of the revolution Activities of the mass organiza 
tions are not totally m line with the political tasks and do 
not serve production and life effectively 


3 With the complete victory of the patriotic resist 

ance against US aggression, the Vietnamese revolution has 
entered a new stage, the stage of the whole country becom 
ang independent and unsfied, and fulfilling the angie strate 

gie task of carrying out the socialist revolution, advancing 
rapidly vigorously and steadily to socialism 


Now that our country has recovered complete mde- 
pendence, national independence and socialism have be 
come one Only under socialism can our people free them 
selves for ever from poverty and backwardness, and secure 
a civilized and happy life Only socialism can bring firm 
independence freedom and mereasing prospenty to our 
Fatherland 
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The Socal:st Republic of Viet Nam, the great ach-eve- 
ment af our peoples protracted and arduous struggie, has 
won an extremely glorious victory, has great potential and 
brihant prospects. It 1s an umpregnabie outpost of the 
socialist system, a decisive factor in the struggle for peace, 
natanal independence, democracy and social progress im 
South-East Asia and the world 
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1 As the revolution ın our country embarks on the 
new stage, the following are the major characterises of 
its development 


First, our country 13 advancing directly from a society 
whose economy remains essentially one of small scale pro- 
duction to socialism, bypassing the stage of capitalist 
development 

‘Second, the whole country has gained peace, independ 
ence and unity, and 1s advancing to socialism in very 
favourable conditions However, many difficulties caused

2 To achieve complete victory for the socialist re- 
volution, the first condition ıs to establish and unceasingly 
strengthen proletarian dictatorship, to set up and constant 
ly bring into full play the working people's right to collec 
tive mastery 

‘The socialist revolution ın our country 15 a process of 
overall, continuous, deep and thorough going revolutionary 
change It ıs a process of combining transformation with 
construction, in which construction 1s the main aspect, a

process of abolishing the backward and promoting the pro- 
gressive, transforming the old and ereatmg the new we 
must ereate both new productive forces and new relations 
of production at the same tune, both a new economic m 

frastructure and a new superstructure , both anew material 
Ife and a new sparitual and cultural life. This 1s a process 
of long bitter and complicated struggle between the work 

ing class and the bourgeoisie, between the socialist road 
and the capitalist road. 

Thus 1s a process of holding firmly to the proletanan 
dictatorship, promoting the collective mastery of the work 
ing people and stepping up the three revolutions, the re- 
volution in the relations of production, the scientific and 
technological revolution, and the ideological and cultural 
revolution, in which the scientific and technological revo- 
lution 1s the kingpin. 

‘This 18 also a process of establishing step by step the 
system of socialist collective mastery, large-scale somalst 
Production, new culture and fostering a new soctabst man. 
‘These three revolutions must be earned out sunultaneously 
an close connection with one another, m mutual mter 
action, The system of mastery, large-scale production, the 
new culture and new socialist man socialism as a whole 
like each part oft can only emerge as the combmed re- 
mit of the whole process of socialist revolution. 

‘Holding firmly to proletanan dictatorship means firmly 
grasping the Party line, strengthening the leadershup of 
the workmg class, expressing and promoting the right of 
the working people as collective masters, building a sobd 
‘and strong State, and rallying broad strata of the people 
around the workang class It means to carry aut the three 
tevolutions, to abolish the regune of exploitation of man 
by man, to do away with poverty and backwardness, to 
Successfully build socialism, to consolidate and strengthen 
the forces of national defence, to mantam political security 


and social order, to smash all resistance and all aggression 
by the enemy, to consolidate and develop the relations 
of co-operation and mutual assistance with the fraternal 
socialist countnes and to take an active part in the strug 
gle of the world’s people for peace, national independence, 
democracy and somalısm, 

To build the system of socialist collective mastery is 
to build a society in which the masters are the orgamzed

Socialist collective mastery involves mastery in many 
ficlds pobtical, economic, eulturel, and social, mastery 
of society, mastery of nature and mastery of oneself,

Collective mastery includes genuine freedom for each 
individual 


Building the system of socialist collective mastery 13 
A process of contanuous revolution from lower to higher 
levels, from imperfection to perfection 

Socialist collective mastery finds us concentrated ex 
presson m the collective mastery of the working people 
(of which the worker peasant alliance 1s the core), chiefly 
through the cooalist State under the leadership of the 
vanguard Party of the worksng-class Therefore, the build 
tng of collective mastery requires first of all the bulding 
of a system of correct relationships between the Party, the 
State and the people We must strive to build a new type 
of State, a State which ıs really of the people, by the people 
and for the people, through which the Party exercises its 
leadershup over society The State must be fully qualified 
and capable of organizing and managing all aspects of 
social life We must try to build the Party ond make it 
really strong and firm so that 1t has the capacity to lead 
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the whole cause of socialist revolution. The Party leads the 
State but does not encroach upon the State's role or replace 
t 

We must, through the activilies of the State and the 
mass organizations under the leadership of the Party, en 
hance the spint of mtative and creative ability of the 
people, and arouse socialist emulation movements in labour 
and production, bulding socialism with industry and thrift, 
so that all acuvities of the masses become activities or 
ganized on a large scale, conforming to objective laws, 
closely combining the revolutionary with the scientific, 
creating a great combined strength to abolish the old and 
create the new 

After overthrowing the rule of the oppressors and ex 
ploiters to build the system of political collective mastery 
and to set up the power of the working people, with the 
worker peasant alliance as the core and Jed by the working 
class 15 to develop correct relationships between the Party 
the State ond the people 1n order to ensure that the work. 
ang people become the real masters of society, and clearly 
understand and know how to exercise, their political 
power 

Pobtical collechve mastery calls for firm defence of 
socialism, firm defence of the socialist motherland along 
with the building of socialism. We must constantly height- 
en vigilance, and stand ready to smash all schemes and 
acts of destruction and aggression by any enemy 

Political collective mastery involves both duties and 
nights, nghts amply duties Each citizen has the duty to 
work, the duty to defend the motherland, the duty to de- 
tend polstical security and social order, the duty to defend 
socialist property, the duty to respect and observe State 
laws and the rules of collective Life. We must ensure 
‘equality between men 2nd women, between nationalities 
Every citizen fully enjoys socialist democratie bberties 
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Economie collective mastery includes collective mas 
tery of the mam means of production, collective mastery 
of the work force, collective mastery over the organ:zation 
and management of production and in the domain of dis 
tribution 


To build the system of economic collective mastery, 
we must abolish the capitalist system of ownersmp and 
transform the individual system of ownership We must 
establish the somalist system of ownership in two forms 
ownership by all the people and collective ownership 
through appropriate forms and steps 

All the main means of production in society must be 
used in accordance with the orientation and tasks of the 
State plans in order to serve the interests of the whole 
society 


We must work out appropriate plans and measures 
for the organization assignment and arrangement of the 
various sources af socia? labour ım order to use them most 
effectively on a national scale, as well as in each place, 
each basic umt 


We should reorganize social production and build an 
effective managerial and planning system in order to make 
Tational use of and turn to full account all productive capa 
bilities, so that all the processes of production and repro- 
duction will be undertaken in a planned way, with ever 
higher productivity, ever tetter quality and ever greater 
efficiency 


We must build a just, rational, orgamzed, planned and 
Incteasmgly adequate system of distributiqn in keeping 
with the level of the development of production with a 
view to meeting the matenal and spintual needs of the 
entire society This system must be a loyal expression of 
the principle ‘from each according to his abihty, to each 
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according to his work, and no pay for those who can, but 
do not, work.” 

At the same time, we must increase social welfare, m 
keeping with the level of development of production We 
should pay special attention to the gradual assumption by 
society of the responsibility for child care, for bringing up 
children and for their education 

To build cultural collective mastery is to create a rich 
spiritual life for everyone, to make all cultural values the 
Property of the people and to make the people become the 
direct creator of all cultural values, to make relationships 
between people reflect the noble ethte ‘teach for all and 
all for each” To this end, we should strive to develop a

A correct relationship between the collective and the 
individual 18 a very important aspect of the building of the 
systern of socialist collective mastery We must ensure

big metallurgical base ‘To expand the production of 
chromate and tin, prepare for the construction of lead und 
ine establishments, ete To look for new mineral deposits 


‘To step up the comprehensive development of the 
chemical mdustry using both inorganic and orgame chem 
deals To develop chermcal fertilizers and other chemicals

In the South, develop State trade and marketing co

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Improve management and supply of materials, 
gradually ensure the transport of all materials to produc 
ton units or sites in e timely and umform manner with 
minimum cost Corry out the wholesaling of means of 
production correctly, get rid of the practice of supply ac 
cording to the ordinary admunistrative method, paying 
no attention to cast accounting and combat overbeasing 
attitudes Encourage production of domestic materials, 
make full use of the eaating matenals and scrap materials 
and products, organize the collection and purchase of old 
materials, reduce the consumption of matersal in general 

‘The pricing policy must ensure the effectively im 
plementation of the tasks assigned by the State plan, boost 
production and rationalize the division of labour, encour 
age the raising of labour productivity, step up serentific 
technical progress ensure and gradually raise the real 
mcome of workers, readjust supply and demand, and par 
ticipate in the correct distmbution and redistribution of 
the national income In price-fixing work, it 18 necessary 
to make accurate and careful calculations, close to realities, 
ensure that prices ean compensate production expenditures 
and bring prot to production establishments with @ view 
to expanding production and improving the workers’ hves 

Further build and rationally arrange the storage 
network in the various areas, balancing between the re- 
quirements of quantity and transportation of materials and 
goods 

We should study and wark out a more rational system 
of prices, especially the purchasing prices of agricultural 
forest and sea products, and the sale prices of consumer 
goods and means of production for the collective economic 
sector We must rapidly elaborate a system of production 
costs, enterprise and gross indusinal prices to realize 
the regime of cost accounting, manage the market well, 
stabilize prices, and eventually reduce the prices of a 
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number of goods on the basis of the development of pro- 
duction and the increase of labour productivity We must 
struggle to stabilize prices ın the South, and carry out 
the unification of prices in the whole country as a matter 
of urgency 
‘The basie task of finances 13 to control the sources of 
capital im order to implement the Lne and plan for 
economie development, build a rational relationship be 
tween consumption funds and accumuletion funds The 
financial service must fulfil well ther function as a con 
troller of all production and business operations, develop 
the positive effect of finance in order to promote produc 
ton and increase soctal labour productivity 
We must work out a budget aimed at ensuring correct

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clearing house, to strictly manage cash and the circulation

cooperation in the fields of economy, science and tech 
nology and step up foreign trade activities 


to increase exports rapidly by developing the great 
potentialities of tropical agriculture and forestry, make 
full use of the capacity of light industry, small industry 
and handieratts, boost the exploitation of a number of sea 
products and mineral resources which have relatively 
Jarge reserves and strive to export some items of heavy 
industry Imports must ensure the needs of the scientific 
and technical revolution and the building of the materal 
and technical basis of socialism, Under the unified marage- 
ment of the State, st is the task of the various branches

of working age 


We must take the initiative in using all organizational 
forms and el! working methods to absorb all sources of 
labour We must institute a regime of labour duty, en 
suring that all able-bodied people work, and make good 
use of the forces of the people’s army in economic con 
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struction We must strive to carry out the work of standard 
ization satisfactorily and work out economic and technical 
eritena and norms for labour study and epply the science 
of labour organızat.on, apply advanced methods of labour 
organization and management We should step up Ideo 
logical education judiciously implement the wages policy, 
bonuses, and public welfare and enhance labour discipline 
‘We must enforce labour Jaws soon, attach smportance to 
improving working conditions ensure Jabour safety, try 
to prevent acadevts at work, pay attention to labour 
hygiene and health care for labouring people We must 
supply enough tools step up the mechanization of labour 
first of all in the areas that require hard Jabour We must 
train technigal workers and systematically ralse the pro- 
Jessional skills of the labounng people 


We must improve the wage system, carry out fully the 
pnineiple of distribution according to labour Wages and 
collective welfare must ensure the reproduction of labour 
and the hvel hood of the worker and his family Skilled 
Jabour labour in difficult branches and professions, fn 
contact with a polluted environment, in areas of hardship, 
must be properly remunerated, 


$ Further Improvement of the People’s Life 


We must strive to gradually reduce the difficulties an 
the lves of working people in the erties and the country 
side, with particular attention to areas devastated by war, 
areas of ethnic minorities, and remote and border areas. We 
must strive to develop production and ensure that society 
fs supplied with dally necessities Organization of hfe 
should be given adequate attention Within the next five 
years, we should secure that everyone has enough food, 
vegetables and some more fish, meat, fish sauce, sugar, 
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eggs fruit, ete Clothmg must be adequately provided 
agamst the cold Diffeulties in housmg in cities and in 
dustrial areas must be reduced , more houses, wells, bath 
Tooms and toilets should be built an the countryside end 
we should rapidly increase construction matenals and the 
forces for building houses We must buld population areas 
according to model patterns and designs and supply con 
sumer necessities, meet the travel needs of the people in 
the whole country, between the lowlands, the mountain 
areas and new economic zones, between the cities and the 
countryside Collective welfare establishments must be 
Strengthened Great attention must be paid to the organ 
ization of a cheerful and wholesome cultural bte for the 
people We must look after the families of disabled fight 
ing people and war martyrs, families who have contributed 
to the revolution and who are in difficulties Proper care 
must be taken of old people without relatives to depend 
on, and invahd people Orphans must be well looked after 
and educated. 


B DEVELOPMENT OF SCIENCE AND TECHNOLOGY 


The development of science and technology 15 aimed 
at serving production living standards and national de- 
feace We must promote the spint of revolutionary offen 
save, self reliance, mnitlative, creativeness, at the same time 
strive to apply world achievements in modern science and 
technology 


We must concentrate our forces and means on solving 
the most important problems within a definite time We 
‘must heighten the spirit af socialist cooperation. We must 
combine teaching and scientific research with productive 
activity in a satlsfactory manner We must spur the mass 


movement on to advance in scence and technology, and 
develop a system of correct management of science 


‘With regard to natural sciences and technology we 
must create a modern science and technology for the 
country after three or four five year plans In the imme 
diate future, we must solve problems arising in agriculture, 
torestry, fishenes, industry, building communteations and 
transport We must make science and technology the basis 
of economic plans and activites The plan for scientific 
development and technological appheation rs a component 
part of the state plan 

It fs necessary to regulanze the management of tech 
nology, to complement the system of economic techno 
logical standards and norms, to do technological measure 
ments and supervision, and controls of the quahty of pro 
duets, the management of innovations and mventions well 

We must give attention to applied research, quickly 
introduce the results of research work ın production, and 
at the same time give due attention to basic research We 
must adopt new scientific and technical achievements 1n 
managerial work We must develop sciences and techno- 
logy that are related to the conditions in the tropics 

We should define the key problems of the whole coun 
try as well as of each branch and each locality , actively 
build a system of institutes for research, experimentation 
and design, satisfactorily tran and use scientific cadres 
and technicians 

Social sciences, above alt philosophy, polrtical economy, 
and scientific socialism must continue to elucidate the 
major problems relating to the hne and policies of the 
Party and concentrate mostly on the following questions 
the laws of socialism, the path from small seale production 
to large-scale socahst production, proletarian dictatorship 
and the working people's right to collective mastery, the 
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three revolutions and the building of the new system, the 
new economy, the new culture and the new men, socialist 
industnabzation, economie organization and management 
Party building in the conditions of the Party leading the 
State, ete We must popularze and teach Marmsm 
Lenimsm and make this doctrine prevail ın the spiritual 
Ife of society, we must struggle against all erroneous and 
hostile ideologres 

We must expand and improve the quality of research 
an law, souology, history, archaeology ethnology, ln 
guistics hterature and arts etc 


C TO TRANSFORM THE OLD RELATIONS OF PRODUCTION 
TO CONSOLIDATE AND PERFECT SOCIALIST RELATIONS 
OF PRODUCTION 


In the North, on the basis of stepping up socialist m 
dustrialization, we must continue to consolidate and per 
dect the new relations of production, and build and im 
Prove the new system of management and distribution 
Tt is necessary to expand the State-run sector, to consoli 
date the State-run establishments in every respect, to 
carry out the movement for reorganization of production 
and improvement of managenal work in agriculture pro- 
perly 

We must send a series of engineers, technicians and 
able cadres to reinforce the district and cooperative mana 
genial apparatus. We must consolidate and strengthen the 
cooperatives in smal? industries and handicrafts, make the 
Production of those branches develop vigorously and sn 
keeping with the onentation of the State plan 

With regard to the private economy, we should guide 
and manage it in such a way as to make at develop along 
the nght path 


In the South, we must completely abolish feudal land 
tenure and the vestiges of feudal exploitation, nationalize 
the mdustrial and commercial establishments of the com 
prador capitalist class, of the traitors and of the bourgeois 
who have fled abroad, earry out socialist transformation 
of private capstalism, cooperativize agriculture, reorganize 
handietafts and small trade 


The revolution ın the relations of production must be 
combined with the scientific and technologies revolution 
and the ideological and cultural revolution, and must be 
closely linked with the process of reorganizing production 
and circulation in the whole country in order to take the 
South along the path of large scale socialist production 


On the basis of developing the socialist sector of the 
‘economy we should turn to full account all other capacity 
to promote production and meet the needs of society satis 
factonly 


We must develop the State run economy, make it grow 
rapidly and gain supenonty an production, circulation and 
distnbution. 


‘The private capitalist enterprises must be subjected 
to socialist transformation mainly through jomt State 
private enterprise Alongside the transformation of the re 
Aations of production, we should rearrange the productive 
forces within each branch rationally, strengthen mana 
gemat work and provide them with supplementary ma 
chines and equipment to expand production 


With regard to agriculture, we must carry out cooper 
ativization along with smigation and mechanization , 
attach importance to the building of both the cooperatives 
and the State farms, and closely associate the bulding 
of cooperatives with the building of the districts 


In the immediate future, we must undertake produc 
tion planning and economie zoning conschdate the pea 
sants’ associations, develop the work exchange teams and 
the “solidarity teams” and establish pilot cooperatives 

We must immediately strengthen the district levet to 
enable it to Jead the three revolubons in the country 
side and prepare necessary conditions to undertake large- 
scale cooperativization 


With regard to fisheries we must develop the State-run 
sector, set up direct Jinks between the State and fisherfolk, 
help the fisherfolk escape all exploitation, and step by step 
take the path of large-scale socialist production with appro 
priate forms, 

With regard to small mdustry and handicrafts and 
those service branches necessary to society, we should re 
arrange them according to branch and make them operate 
under the management of the State Depending on the 
characteristics of each branch and trade, we should apply 
suitable forms of organization and transformation 

The socialist transformation of small industry and 
handicrafts must lead to the development of produotion, 
the observance and improvement of production techniques, 
ond produce diversified and better quality products

We should raise the quality of the content of educa 
tion an all respects modernization of curricula of science 
and technology, broad ning of knowledge on economic 
management, stepped up teaching of Marxism Leninism, 
the Party Jine and policies ond revolutionary ethics , foster 
productive labour skill and scientific and techmcal research 
capacity, and attach ymportance to the education of aesthe-

We must strengthen the emulation movement whose 
motto 3s “teach well and study well” and follow the exam 
ples set by vanguard schools, teachers and students, im 
Prove the managerial apparatus and work from mimstry 
level down to the schools, mspire and organize teachers 
and students to be collective masters of educational work

The press, news agency, publishing houses, informa 
thon service, radio and television, cinema, photography etc

The Party apparatus at all levels must be strength 
ened The Party committees of provinces and cities must 
be strong, capable of correctly and creatively applying the 
Party line and policies and of contnbuting to the building 
of the hne and policies of the Central Committee The 
district Party Commuttees must be capable of leading the 
building and development of economy and culture, taking 
agriculture to large-scale socialist production and retsing 
the hving standards of the people in each district

ponbihty in the Party executives must be stnctly 
observed Conditions necessary for every executive com 
mittee member to fully participate in discussing and decid.

Party members must respect and contribute to the 
building of the system of collective mastery of the worlang, 
people, maintain close ties with the masses and carry out

must guard against the mfiltration of the Party by opport 
umists and reactionaries The admission of new members 
must be carried out in strict observance of the criteria and 
Procedures stipulated in the Party Constitution It is 
necessary 


To resolutely and promptly expel degenerate and 
corrupt elements and unqualified members from the Party 
ranks

combination between hus political qualifications and work

To strengthen the machinery assisting the Party com 
mittees and State organs on cadre work, heighten the 
scientific and planning standard of cadre work Appro 
priate forms must be devised to collect the opinions of 
Party cadres and members and the masses on cadre work 
to guard against conservatism, narrow mindedness section 
alism sectarianism, prejudices or favouritism 

We must continue developing the tradition of umty 
and oneness of mind m the Party, act upon President 
Ho Chi Mins behest * Preserve the unity of the Parly 
as the apple of one’s eye” 

In the ideological field, the solidarity and umty within, 
the Party are based on Marxism Leninism which finds its 
expression in the Party line, and on the consciousness of 
all members on the Party ideal Ideological unity must be 
ensured by orgamzational untly, which leads to unity in 
action Democratic centralism must be strictly observed 1n

To constantly strengthen the tics between the Party 
and the masses Party cadres and members must listen to 
the opuuon of the masses and resolutely combat bureau 
cracy Each Party organization, each Party committee and 
each Party member must regularly practise self-crituxsm 
and erstcism This is a law governing the development and 
progress of the Party and also a fundamental method to 
enhance unity and oneness of mind within the Party 


We must preserve and develop the tradition of umty 
and oneness of mind of the Party Party cadses and mem 
bers must be sincere and open minded love and respect 
one another and wholeheartedly assist one another in 
fulfilling their tasks
